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Annual Report of the University Library 
for the Fiscal Year 1984-85 
November 1, 1985 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


New technological capabilities in libraries hold out a very bright future 
indeed for students and scholars. Information of all sorts in quantities pre- 
viously unimagined will be literally at their fingertips. The principal barrier 
to the realization of this future is neither technological nor human, but 
economic. In various contexts, librarians have expressed concern over the 
financial burdens which these new forms of information impose; but in 
this past year, one issue drew particular attention: access to materials for 
which only a limited market exists. If costs and profits alone determine 
the availability of basic information and the research produced from it and 
if the cost further limits local availability, the small but seminal group whom 
research libraries serve will clearly suffer. 


Several government agencies, formerly sources of valuable information 
produced at public expense for the public’s benefit, are initiating electronic 
dissemination of this information with charges attached or are turning their 
publishing over to the private sector. Indeed, the entire economic structure 
of the publishing industry and of its relationship to libraries is changing 
rapidly and threatens to curtail access to research materials significantly. 
These and related issues prompted the Council on Library Resources to 
issue a statement this year calling for the establishment of principles to 
assure “unconstrained access” to information in this electronic environ- 
ment. The issue is as important as any facing the scholarly community 
today and should marshal the best thought of all who recognize the value 
of that community to the society. 


SERVICES 


As reported last year, the Library was one of seven research libraries 
in the country participating in the Public Services Study funded by the 
General Electric Foundation and administered by the Office of Manage- 
ment Studies of the Association of Research Libraries. The Study ended 
in October. It permitted a probing look into the Library’s organization, 
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communications, users’ needs, and use of technology, through four task 
forces. These investigations produced 219 recommendations, many of which 
were acted upon in the course of the Study. The Study Team, the oversight 
committee of the project, included 66 of the remaining recommendations 
in the Final Report. By the year’s end, 55 or approximately 83% of them 
had been implemented. The Study provided the staff the opportunity to 
examine its services, to coordinate practices which had grown up indepen- 
dently over the years, and, especially, to learn more about the community 
which it serves through a detailed survey of faculty, graduate students, and 
undergraduates, conducted by the Users’ Needs Task Force. As later refer- 
ences in this report reveal, it has provided a broad agenda for the Library 
which the staff is still addressing. It is gratifying, however, that the survey 
produced an approval rate of 96.6% by the University community for the 
Library — a rate confirmed later in the year at a slightly higher level by 
a survey of research resources conducted in preparation for the accreditation 
visit by the Southern Association of Schools and Colleges in which the 
Library emerged as the highest ranked resource. 


The more equitable distribution of use between the main library and 
the House Undergraduate Library, which became apparent last year, be- 
came more pronounced this year. Statistics for service in Davis Library, 
increasing in almost every category, reflect this shift as well as the unbroken 
addition of new services by the staff. In the Business and Social Sciences 
Reference Department, 72,540 questions at the public desk represented an 
11% increase, online searching rose by 14.4%, and circulation by 12.7%. 
In the Humanities Reference Department, 59,501 questions at the public 
desk represented a 31% growth, and online searching increased by 11.3%. 
General circulation has grown by 8%, and the use of microforms was up 
by 9%, after that unit’s staff mounted a sustained effort to inform the public 
of the collection’s contents. The relief afforded the House Library by greater 
undergraduate use of Davis Library is clearly a benefit, at long last permit- 
ting somewhat more comfort and quiet for students in the Undergraduate 
Library. 


The BA/SS Reference Department created four new bibliographies and 
offered 19% more lectures, lecture/tours, and computer demonstrations 
than last year. Largely as a result of use by high school students, some 
of whom came from neighboring states to use the collection, the state and 
international documents rose 99.4% in use. The staff opened the documents 
collections for browsing, in response to a recommendation by the OMS 
Study. The Humanities Reference Department planned and, with the help 
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of four other departments, implemented a new series of lectures for entering 
graduate students in History and Romance Languages. The Acquisitions 
Department received 22% more volumes than last year. As in past years, 
this productivity resulted in part from close work with both the Collection 
Development Department and the Cataloging Department. The catalogers, 
in turn, received 21.3% more volumes from Acquisitions than last year, 
cataloged 24.5% more volumes and 38.1% more titles than last year, and 
converted 50,093 records to machine readable form. 


Increased activity was apparent throughout the library system. In the 
Brauer Library, circulation has increased by 33% over the past two years, 
to reach an all-time high. The Geology Library experienced a 53% increase 
in the circulation of maps. Circulation was up 8% in the Library School 
Library. The Couch and Zoology Libraries instituted a photocopy service 
for the Marine Sciences Institute in Morehead City, and the Chapin Library 
introduced online searching for its patrons. The Rare Book Collections 
had 14% increase in use; the Manuscripts Department had visiting scholars 
from 37 states and five foreign countries; and the North Carolina Collection 
was used by scholars from 56 domestic and 3 foreign institutions, among 
many other patrons. This heavy use of the Special Collections while they 
are in temporary quarters awaiting the renovation of Wilson Library testifies 
to their value to the national and the international scholarly community. 


One recent but growing aspect of service is the use of microcomputers 
in library operations. While all units with this capability use these machines 
for word-processing, some rather specialized applications of them have 
vastly improved the staff’s efficiency. The BA/SS Reference Department 
uses theirs to keep statistics and to maintain a list of Federal Govern- 
ment serials titles on microfiche. The Collection Development Department 
uses theirs in shelf list analysis, preparation of the book budget, recording 
growth in the collections, and keeping lists of desiderata. The Rare Book 
Collection maintains an index of 16th Century manuscripts and dealers 
catalogs, and the Manuscripts Department has its accession file and a Find- 
ing Guide in this form. The Library School Library produces lists of job 
openings for graduating students and its procedural manuals. The Catalog 
Department uses a micro to keep statistics, to schedule staff, to monitor 
student wages, and to schedule the eleven OCLC terminals there. The Acqui- 
sitions Department projects expenditures of wages, records statistics for 
searching and ordering, maintains the donor list, and is conducting a study 
of duplicate orders. This list is by no means exhaustive, and every unit has 
plans for expanded use of this extremely helpful technology. 
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The growing application of automation also was evident in several other 
new areas. The Serials Department has acquired the Datalinx system, an 
online service by Faxon for ordering and claiming that should expedite 
these processes significantly. The system has broader applications for 
searching and bibliographic verification by the Acquisitions and Collection 
Development staff. The Library acquired two additional OCLC terminals: 
one in the Humanities Reference Department, dedicated to interlibrary 
loans and reference searching; and one in the Music Library, the sole depart- 
mental library that does its own cataloging, for online cataloging. 


In a totally different context, the Davis and House Libraries have become 
centers for training faculty and students in the use of microcomputers. A 
cluster of microcomputers for training faculty in curriculum design has 
been located in Davis since its opening, and now plans are afoot to place 
another group there for broader training of faculty, students, and staff. 
During the year, the College of Arts and Sciences established a cluster in 
House Library for training staff and students as well as faculty. Soon after 
the renovation of Wilson Library is completed, another center will be on 
the first level of the 1977 stack addition for student training. This close 
association of the libraries and training in microcomputers seems entirely 
appropriate and may be, indeed, a foreshadowing of a larger and closer 
association. 


COLLECTIONS 


The concern over the economics of public information expressed in the 
introduction to this report was dramatically clear in this year’s acquisition 
of government documents. Increasingly, governmental agencies at all levels 
are relying on commercial publishers to disseminate public information, 
with the result that the costs for these publications rose from $3,900 last 
year to $7,000 this year. Admittedly, these figures are not large now, but 
they represent a disturbing trend. This trend is all the more alarming because 
of the cessation of specific document series. The combination of additional 
charges for public information and the elimination of valuable titles will 
create a serious crisis for libraries, if it continues. 


Fortunately, the report on the Library’s broader collecting programs is 
more sanguine. The close cooperation among the Serials, Acquisitions, and 
Collection Development Departments, mentioned earlier, produced a very 
successful effort to expand holdings in new serials and standing orders. 
For some years, the Library had made a conscious effort to restrain addi- 
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tions to these continuing obligations. Recently, expressions of growing con- 
cern about this policy from many academic units and recommendations 
by the OMS Study led to a reconsideration of it and, in turn, to a systematic 
remedy. Happily, the funds available covered the acquisition of backfiles, 
where appropriate, of the standing orders and journal subscriptions added. 


In the meantime, the established programs for collection development 
remained in place, with adequate support. Approval plans are working ef- 
fectively for Spanish, Chinese, and Slavic materials, as well as for British 
and American university presses. After some difficulty with other dealers, 
the staff of the Latin American and Iberian Bibliographic Center have 
worked out a highly successful plan for Venezuelan materials, for some 
years an area of particular strength in the collections. The program origi- 
nally designed for the collection of British and American belle lettres now 
includes French, German, Italian, Swiss francophone, and some twenty 
African francophone authors. The staff of the Collection Development 
Department is presently discussing the possibility of including Slavic au- 
thors next year. Last year Edward Martinique, East Asian Bibliographer, 
established approval plans for English and Chinese materials. While all 
these programs account for a relatively small number of acquisitions, they 
provide excellent coverage for the Library’s specific needs and are a highly 
efficient means of obtaining desired materials. 


Several special projects relating to the collections deserve mention. On 
the tenth anniversary of the Clemmons Collection, described in the 1982-83 
annual report, Mr. Martinique published a bibliography of the Collection, 
A Decade of the T. Elbert Clemmons Collection of Orientalia. Analysis and 
evaluation of the collections continued, with special emphasis this year 
on serials. Cooperative programs with Duke University expanded with plans 
for cooperation in collecting German belle lettres, while the cooperative 
program on French regional history has now been operative for one year. 
The project to catalog the distinguished and long-held collection of Spanish 
plays, funded by the National Endowment for the Humanities, reached 
its midway point. And through extensive efforts by Luke Swindler, Social 
Science Bibliographer, a program began for the provision within the Davis 
Library of sample textbooks and study guides for students in the School 
of Education. The Collection Development Department currently has a 
task force examining the Library’s participation in the Southeastern imple- 
mentation of the North American Collection Inventory Project. The Proj- 
ect, recently endorsed by the Association of Research Libraries, is a detailed 
description of research collections in North America to identify libraries 
with unusual strengths for research in specialized areas. 
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The bibliographers continued their practice of buying collections 
assembled by dealers and private collectors, as a means of enriching the 
collections more efficiently and cheaply. This year this program included 
collections in Lake District history and literature, 19th and 20th century 
Italian literature, American humor, the history of 19th century philosophy 
and psychology, German political history, 19th century French historians, 
and German exile literature of the 1930’s. The University was fortunate 
to be able to purchase a rare collection of “cronistas;’ accounts of the explo- 
ration and colonization of Central and Latin America collected over twenty- 
five years by Bernard Flatow, an alumnus of the University and for years 
a professional liaison for American businesses in Mexico City. This collec- 
tion contains many 16th century items, which provide a valuable comple- 
ment to the Hanes Estienne Collection, expanded by 14 volumes this year, 
and other strengths in the 16th century recently acquired for the Rare Book 
Collection. A list of notable acquisitions appears at the end of this report. 


The Manuscripts Department added over 400,000 pieces to the collection, 
including the papers of James Martin, Republican, and Ike Andrews, Dem- 
ocrat, covering their years of service in the House of Representatives. A 
large and valuable addition to the papers of Gladys Avery Tillett, well- 
known political leader in the State, was made. The executor of the estate 
of Calvin Myers Little donated a collection of Little family papers repre- 
senting the history of that family, prominent in farming and business for 
more than 100 years. Gail Godwin, University alumna and well-known nov- 
elist, placed her papers on indefinite loan in the Library. The University 
Archives and Record Service transferred 250 cubic feet of records from 
files across the campus, a 66% increase over the previous year’s additions. 


Two major events associated with the Special Collections occurred during 
the year. On September 12, Alan Fern of the National Portrait Gallery deliv- 
ered the fifth Hanes Lecture, “Off the Wall: Research in the Art of the 
Poster’ Paul Koda, former Curator of Rare Books, established this annual 
lecture in 1980 with the help of the Hanes family. On March 29-30, the 
Manuscripts Department hosted the third Allard K. Lowenstein Sympo- 
sium. The donor, Jennifer Littlefield, and other members of the family 
attended the two day session of talks by friends and admirers of Allard 
K. Lowenstein. The occasion marked the official completion of the organi- 
zation and cataloging of the Allard Lowenstein Collection, received two 
years ago. The Lowenstein Foundation contributed generously to the work 
on this rich collection, as it and the Mary Reynolds Babcock Foundation 
did to support the Symposium. 
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The recent emphasis on the preservation of collections has made all libra- 
rians and archivists conscious of this major responsibility facing them. The 
Association of Research Libraries surveyed its membership this year, re- 
minding us that routine binding, mending, microfilming, and similar ef- 
forts, are an integral part of preservation. But expanding on those routines, 
if in a very limited way, several departments reported special efforts in this 
regard. The brittle book project, under the Circulation Department, filmed 
50 volumes no longer usable in their original state. As it has in the past, 
the Manuscripts Department engaged both its own laboratory and the facili- 
ties at the State Archives for this purpose, processing 260 items locally and 
sending 550 items to the Archives for deacidification. In the Rare Book 
Collection, funds are being sought to preserve the Bowman Gray collection 
of posters from World War I and II. Mr. Gray’s tragic death in March mo- 
mentarily threatened the completion of the project to catalog the Collection, 
until other members of the Gray family lent their support to it. 


With the construction of new facilities and the healthy growth of the 
collections, collection management has become almost as great a responsi- 
bility as collection development. The policy authorizing the construction 
of Davis Library and the renovation of Wilson Library also called for the 
transfer of less used materials from overcrowded units in the Library system 
to the 1977 stack addition of Wilson Library to postpone the need for fur- 
ther library construction. This provision is now coming closer to implemen- 
tation, and this year several libraries either report segments of collections 
identified for eventual transfer or are conducting studies to identify such 
segments. The online catalog should accommodate the attendant record 
changes for transfers much more easily than the manual procedures have 
been able to do; and the Circulation Department, reporting 1,955 volumes 
paged from the Wilson stacks for circulation from Davis this year, indicates 
that service is working well. 


The question of collecting machine readable information as a part of 
the normal collection development has been a topic of discussion at all 
levels within the Library from the Administrative Board to the Collection 
Development Department for the past several years. Like some other institu- 
tions, the University has a research institute, the Institute for Research in 
Social Sciences, that has long been responsible for this kind of information, 
and as a consequence, the role of the Library in its dissemination has not 
been clear. This year, from discussions both within the Board and with 
John Harrison, Associate Provost for Computing, a role and a policy for 
the Library began to emerge. IRSS has always limited itself to databases 
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on tapes for research, but recently smaller databases on disks for microcom- 
puters have become an important source of information. Tentatively, the 
Library has decided to confine its acquisitions to these disks. The University 
Bibliographer, John Shipman, has drafted a policy governing the collection 
of information in this form, and a Task Force is laying plans for the process- 
ing, housing, and circulation of disks. 


STAFF 


Each year the staff has several members who distinguish themselves in 
the profession. This year Marcia Tuttle, Serials Librarian, won the first 
Ulrich-Bowker Serials Librarian award. Miss Tuttle earned the award 
through a number of contributions to serials librarianship, including the 
publication of her book, Introduction to Serials Management, in 1983. In 
1985-86, she will serve as President of the Resources and Technical Services 
Division of the American Library Association. Pat Langelier, International 
and State Documents Librarian, received a grant from the GODORT 
Friends of Documents for a proposal for improving public access to State 
documents. Ridley Kessler, Federal Documents Librarian, prepared a North 
Carolina State Documents Plan that has now become Official policy. Richard 
Shrader of the Manuscripts Department served as President of the Society 
of North Carolina Archivists. Janet Flowers, Head of the Acquisitions De- 
partment, served as Vice President/President-Elect of the North Carolina 
Chapter of the Church and Synagogue Library Association, Past President 
of the Library School’s Alumni Association, and Secretary of the Faculty 
Assembly’s Budget Committee. Joe Hewitt, Associate University Librarian 
for Technical Services, served on the OCLC Users Council and the RTSD 
Board of Directors and, late in the year, was appointed to the OCLC’s Ad- 
visory Committee for the Oxford Project, a group to guide the re-design 
and re-implementation of that network’s entire online system. Karen Sei- 
bert, Associate University Librarian for Public Services, served her second 
year as a member of the American Library Association’s Council. 


Carson Holloway of the Business Administration/Social Sciences Refer- 
ence Department chaired the committee responsible for the annual confer- 
ence of the Librarians’ Association, ‘‘Preservation in the ’80’s?’ held in 
March. Other members of the committee were Alice Cotten of the North 
Carolina Collection, Elizabeth Chennault of the Rare Book Collection, 
Tim West of the Manuscripts Department, Celia Poe of the Map Collection, 
and Margareta Yarborough of the Catalog Department. Speakers at the 
two day conference were Carolyn Harris, Preservation Librarian at Colum- 
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bia University and a CLR Intern at the University of Georgia for the year; 
Carolyn Morrow and Merrily Smith, preservation specialists at the Library 
of Congress; Paul Koda, Associate Professor at the Library School at 
Catholic University; William S. Powell, former Curator of the North Caro- 
lina Collection and Professor of History at the University; William Sittig, 
staff member in the Collection Development Office of the Library of Con- 
gress; Lisa Fox, Preservation Administrator at the Southeastern Library 
Network; and Margaret Childs, Assistant Director of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute Libraries. One hundred and fourteen registrants from five states at- 
tended the conference. 


The Office of Management Studies of the Association of Research Libra- 
ries held its first Library Educators’ Institute funded by the Council on 
Library Resources in July at the University. Twelve faculty members, repre- 
senting a variety of library schools and selected from a large pool of appli- 
cants, came to the campus for a three week examination of present practices 
in research libraries. They spent their first week at the Library School hear- 
ing presentations by distinguished administrators and librarians and partici- 
pating in discussions on the topics raised. Their second week consisted of 
a field experience in which three groups of four educators observed a variety 
of current operations in the Duke University Library, the North Carolina 
State Library, and the University Library. They spent their final week in 
discussions within the total group and with members of the staffs they had 
visited. The experience was beneficial to both librarians and educators, 
and as a pilot, fully justified other formal contact between these two groups 
in other libraries. 


In May, the Council on Library Resources sponsored one of six seminars 
held at university libraries across the country to discuss ““The Economics 
of Research Libraries” as part of its two year study of that topic. Warren 
J. Haas, President of CLR; Paul Kantor, consultant to the study; and Ken- 
don Stubbs, Assistant Director at the University of Virginia Library and 
principal compiler of the Association of Research Libraries’ statistical re- 
port; made presentations. Administrators and librarians from the three 
states of Virginia, South Carolina, and North Carolina, participated in 
the discussion which followed the opening remarks. 


One of the most productive instruments for meeting responsibilities 
which are broader than those of any one unit within the Library is the 
staff committee or task force. Recommendations of the OMS Study indi- 
cated a need for realigning and redefining some of these groups as they 
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had existed over the past several years. As a result, in January, a new set 
of committees and task forces replaced the old ones, reducing their number 
to four each: The Public Services Committee to advise the administration 
on all areas of public services; the Computer Search Services Committee 
to monitor online services; the Staff Development Committee to undertake 
a new and more vigorous program in that area; the Technological Priorities 
Committee to assess requests for hardware and software in the face of lim- 
ited resources; the Task Force on BIS-1 to introduce the online catalog; 
the Task Force on the Center for Research Libraries to monitor and promote 
the use of the Center; the Task Force on the Collection Inventory to lead 
the participation in the NCIP; and the Task Force on Disaster Plans. Later 
in the year, when the question of the acquisition of machine readable data- 
bases and the Library’s role in the University’s telecommunications system 
came to the fore, a fifth task force, on machine readable databases, was 
appointed. The new organization of committees and task forces has already 
produced significant results while limiting the number of these groups to 
which staff must devote time in addition to their regularly assigned duties. 
A list of committee and task force memberships is appended to this report. 


Three far less visible, but equally contributing, roles are filled by the 
Travel Officer, the editor of the Staff Newsletter, and the editor of Library 
Notes, the publication distributed to the faculty. John Rutledge has per- 
formed ably in the difficult position of Travel Officer for a number of years, 
equitably assigning funds to individual librarians, as the travel budget per- 
mits. These responsibilities require fine judgment, diplomacy, and a keen 
sense of fairness, and John has repeatedly demonstrated those qualities 
in his long tenure. The Library owes him a great debt. For the past several 
years, Diantha Pinner, a paraprofessional in the Catalog Department, has 
edited the Staff Newsletter. It is a relentless assignment that Diantha has 
met with taste, conscientiousness, and great skill. She has resigned in order 
to attend journalism school, appropriately, and we wish her well. David 
Taylor, Undergraduate Librarian, has served for many years as editor of 
Library Notes, the Library’s principal means of informing the campus com- 
munity of its services and growth. David has fulfilled this responsibility, 
which also is constant, with imagination and skill, and the University com- 
munity, including the Library, is in his debt. 


Three vacancies reported last year led to three important appointments 
early in this year: Ida Reed became Music Librarian, Charlotte Slocum 
became Planning Librarian, and Elizabeth Laney became Librarian of the 
Library School Library. In addition, David Lasocki replaced Kathy Logan, 
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who resigned to take another position, as Assistant Music Librarian; and 
Robert Hebert became Business Reference Librarian. In the Rare Book 
Collection, Paul Koda, after nine distinguished years as Curator, resigned 
to enter the teaching profession at the Library School at Catholic University. 
A search for a successor last year was unsuccessful but will continue this 
year. At the end of the year, Elizabeth Lansing retired as half-time cataloger 
in the Collection. In December, Alfred Sharlip retired as Assistant Univer- 
sity Librarian for Planning and Finance after nine years which witnessed 
the planning and implementation of the Davis Library’s construction and 
Wilson Library’s renovation. He played a central role in the Library’s growth 
and development over the past decade and will be sorely missed. Larry 
Alford, former Circulation Librarian, succeeded him in January; and by 
the end of the year, his successor as Circulation Librarian, Eric Palo, had 
accepted an appointment on the staff. After twenty-seven years of service, 
Ms. Laura Warren, who had served very effectively in the Library first as 
the University Librarian’s Administrative Secretary and later as Personnel 
Officer, retired in December. 


DEDICATION OF WALTER ROYAL DAVIS LIBRARY 


On April 26, the University officially celebrated the dedication of the 
Walter Royal Davis Library. Chancellor Christopher Fordham presided over 
the ceremony, and Governor James Martin gave the principal address. Mr. 
Davis, architect Leslie Boney, Provost Samuel R. Williamson, Professor 
Douglas Eyre as President of the Friends of the Library, and the University 
Librarian, made brief statements. The Governor unveiled a bust of Mr. 
Davis, which is now on exhibit in the Library. Tours of the building followed 
the formal proceedings. The Board of Trustees named the building for Mr. 
Davis, a major benefactor of the University, for his crucial service as Chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees at the time the State Legislature authorized 
the funds for the building. 


TRIANGLE RESEARCH LIBRARIES NETWORK 


TRLN had another year of dramatic advance. The basic functions of 
the system were operational by the end of the year, providing author, title, 
and control number searching for the online catalog. The staff began testing 
it in August and by April had made the necessary adjustments which the 
test prompted. Public use of the system is to begin early in the next fiscal 
year. In the meantime, functional design for subject and call number search- 
ing has been completed, and testing is scheduled for the Fall of 1985. The 
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staff expects full operations to begin in the Spring of 1986. Development 
of the systems for authority control, circulation, and serials/acquisitions 
is proceeding. Concurrently, the Governing Board had its first year of delib- 
erations, under the Chairmanship of Provost Samuel R. Williamson of 
the University, and the system had its first full year of operational support 
from the three sponsoring libraries. 


THE FRIENDS OF THE LIBRARY 


The Friends of the Library held their annual dinner meeting on April 
9, with David Stick, North Carolina author and environmentalist, as the 
guest speaker. Professor Douglas Eyre, Chairman of the Friends, reported 
that the endowment drive, initiated in January, had been very successful 
and would continue through the year. Professor Eyre and Vice-Chairman 
Nancy Cobb Lilly were re-elected to second three year terms. During the 
year, the Friends presented two programs: Suzanne Britt, author and news- 
paper columnist, speaking on creative writing in November; and Gary 
Shivers, station master of WUNC-FM, on recordings in February. The orga- 
nization made two gifts to the Library in 1984-85: $400 to cover half the 
costs of a luncheon for the staff as part of the Davis Library dedication 
ceremonies and $8,254 to assist in providing space for TRLN in the reno- 
vated Wilson Library. 


THE ADMINISTRATIVE BOARD OF THE LIBRARY 


As noted earlier, the Board continued its discussions of the Library’s 
role in the dissemination of electronic information on campus and discussed 
at length subscriptions to expensive, specialized databases. Members of 
the Board had understandable concern over the lack of any physical residue 
for use by other patrons (in contrast to a book added to the collection) 
resulting from highly individual and online searches, when substantial funds 
are devoted to subscribing to a database for a single discipline. The Provost 
and the Associate Provost for Academic Computing joined the Board for 
One such discussion at the invitation of the Chairman, Professor Frederic 
Moses of the Music Department. By the end of the year, a policy on these 
issues was taking shape. At the same time, the Board continued to provide 
guidance in the development of the collections through the Budget Commit- 
tee, the General Science Committee, the Serials Committee, the Research 
Fund Committee, and the Manuscripts Committee. A list of the members 
of this year’s Board is appended to this report. 
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Inevitably, this report fails to convey the volume and variety of creative 
activities taking place in the Library. That failure results from both the 
limitations of space and of the author. In partial restitution, it should be 
recorded that the entire staff, professional and paraprofessional, continue 
to be remarkably productive and dedicated. New members joining the staff 
invariably remark on this fact and the general quality of the staff; and 
one new unit head, recently arrived from a library in another part of the 
country, expressed her conviction that the State and the University are un- 
commonly fortunate to have the services of this staff. That is, indeed, the 
case.

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Annual Report of the University Library

To the Chancellor of the University: 


Earlier reports have mentioned on occasion the rapidly advancing tech- 
nology for storing and handling information on optical or magnetic disks. 
This year that technology made great strides in its applications to libraries, 
and it now seems reasonable to assume that shortly individual libraries 
will be able to engage it for local usages. The implications of libraries’ 
acquiring this tool could be very broad, indeed, ranging from modifying 
participation in online networks to expediting preservation of collections. 


This technology is preferable to online communications in many applica- 
tions, because it permits more flexible scheduling, it provides a physical 
record for subsequent uses, and it is a sophisticated and compact means 
of local storage. At the moment, few libraries can afford to create their 
own records on disks, but it is fairly certain that it is only a matter of time 
before they can. In the meantime, a rapidly growing supply of commercially 
produced disks promises to enrich local collections of machine readable 
data significantly. New developments of the technology, such as erasable 
disks, open still further prospects for its use, so that it is not too much 
to say that it may eventually become the predominant method of transfer- 
ring information. 


It is by no means clear yet that disks will achieve so dominating a status. 
The technology of telecommunications is developing just as rapidly, and 
it is unclear what its next generation will produce. In the end, the economics 
of the situation will determine, in all probability, which of the two will 
provide the solution for each application in libraries. The most likely out- 
come is that some combination of online communication and disks will 
become the common practice. In any event, some form of disk will continue 
to be a major factor in libraries’ services, and future developments in this 
technology undoubtedly will bring greater versatility to those services. 


UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA LIBRARY 
SERVICES 


The Library has responded to this opportunity by creating a Machine 
Readable Data File Unit in the Business Administration/Social Sciences 
Reference Department. The Administrative Board of the Library adopted 
the draft policy on collecting disks, written by University Bibliographer 
John Shipman and mentioned last year, as official policy. Apparently this 
statement is the first written collection development policy on disks in the 
country, and several research libraries have requested it already to use as 
a model. Carson Holloway, administrative head of the Unit, spent the year 
acquiring hardware and a basic collection of disks in anticipation of provid- 
ing service to the public in July. 


In a related area, the BA/SS staff is preparing to add the codebooks 
for the Institute for Research in Social Science’s most heavily used data- 
bases on tape and training its staff to provide service for them, so that 
researchers may find assistance in the Department when IRSS is closed. 
These two added services reflect an unofficial agreement between the 
Library and IRSS under which the Library will assume responsibility for 
databases on disks, and IRSS will provide databases on tape. 


Concurrently, the use of microcomputers continued to spread through 
the library system. Altogether, the libraries now have 25 of them and con- 
tinue to find imaginative uses for them that expand and expedite services. 
The Manuscripts Department, particularly, has identified some valuable 
applications and is now exploring using microcomputer disks to provide 
subject access to its collections. Four science departments provided their 
departmental libraries with microcomputers this year, and the staffs of those 
libraries, greatly appreciative of this support, immediately found beneficial 
uses for them. The library system will continue to add these machines as 
the staff identifies needs and funds permit. Their addition should improve 
services and compensate, to a limited degree, for staffing shortages. Public 
access in the libraries to them is steadily growing as well through the Univer- 
sity’s Microcomputing Support Center, and in due course, the community’s 
ability to retrieve and to exploit the Library’s resources should improve 
significantly because of their presence. 


Perhaps the most dramatic event of the year occurred in August, with 
introduction of the online catalog. Much preparation of staff and patrons 
preceded public access to the catalog’s terminals, and that hard and meticu- 
lous work made users’ initiation to the catalog, or the Bibliographic In- 
formation System (BIS), relatively smooth. A BIS Task Force, chaired by

Carson Holloway, provided several printed aids, a slide/tape description 
of the system, and a number of oral presentations, to prepare the commu- 
nity for using it. The Public Services Committee and the BIS Liaison Task 
Force now are providing information to the staff and public on new devel- 
opments in the system. It has had a warm reception by those who have 
used it, and the dial access from remote locations has received particularly 
enthusiastic approval. 


Established services continued to grow in virtually all units of the system. 
Circulation increased in virtually every library, with the greatest increase 
in Geology (28%), the Non-print Section of the Undergraduate Library 
(23%), and Microforms (20%). Earlier reports have mentioned the extraor- 
dinary increase in the use of Non-print materials. To take one impressive 
indicator, class and group showings of film and videotapes in the Under- 
graduate Library have grown by 340% in the past two years. But, as the 
Geology Library’s figure reveals, services based on printed materials also 
experienced significant growth: approximately 11% more in-house use in 
Davis Library and volumes retrieved from Wilson Library; bibliographic 
instruction up by almost 39% in the Humanities Reference Department 
and by 20% in BA/SS; Humanities’ reference questions up 23.3%; the 
Undergraduate Library’s term paper consultation up 27% and Humanities 
LaRC’s up 17%; use of the Map Collection up 27%; Brauer Library’s 
reference questions up 21%; and use of the Rare Book Collection up by 
30%. The use of the University Archives continued to grow, with 588 
responses to University officials, 203 off campus inquiries, and 529 
registrants using 35 collections. The manuscripts collections registered 845 
researchers from 40 states and six foreign countries, representing 135 col- 
leges and universities. The North Carolina Collection had users from 63 
American institutions and six foreign universities, as well as representatives 
from museums, foundations, government agencies, and the like. 


No doubt this sustained growth in use of the collections and services 
is in part due to the staff’s diligent efforts to improve public knowledge 
of and access to them. The application of microcomputers and the ex- 
panded bibliographic instruction constitute two major elements of those 
efforts. The staff continued to create and to revise subject bibliographies 
reflecting local holdings, with the BA/SS staff alone producing 19 such 
guides. The Public Services Committee published five guides covering vari- 
ous aspects of the library system, filling with attractive and convenient bro- 
chures a gap in printed information on the library that had existed for 
several years.

In Technical Services, the Acquisitions Department sent the largest num- 
ber of volumes—79,862—to the Cataloging Department in the Library’s 
history. This achievement by the Acquisitions staff is remarkable, but it 
does create problems for the Cataloging Department, who face a sizeable 
monographic backlog. The only feasible alleviation of that problem seems 
to be the introduction of minimal level cataloging—a somewhat unfortunate 
term for moderately shorter records—and the Library has created a Task 
Force to investigate the best approach to this new procedure. The backlog 
grows annually, in part because of the Library of Congress’ reduced budgets, 
which have produced a 27% decline in LC records available in the OCLC 
database since 1980/81. In contrast, this year the staff eliminated the cata- 
loging backlog for Slavic serials and microforms, and the Latin American 
cataloging staff continued the Spanish plays project under an NEH grant, 
described in earlier reports, and prepared to participate in the retrospective 
conversion project of Latin American materials sponsored by the Association 
of Research Libraries. OCLC selected the Library as one of its test sites 
for its CJK cataloging system which, with its terminal for Chinese, Japa- 
nese, and Korean characters, will become a permanent enhancement of 
cataloging in these languages. The Rare Book staff cataloged the Flatow 
Collection, described last year, and twenty-eight Estienne imprints trans- 
ferred from the general collection. 


Now that the online catalog is a reality, the cataloging staff has begun 
to maintain records online and to discuss the closing of the card catalog. 
Another Task Force was created to plan this transition, which will probably 
occur in two years or thereabouts. Unfortunately, the overcrowding in the 
card catalog required an immediate solution, so that one of the largest 
tasks facing the staff this year was the shifting of 5,875,000 cards in 5,437 
drawers. The project, involving 50 volunteers representing seven depart- 
ments in the Library, absorbed 1,016 staff hours and took eight work days. 
At the same time, retrospective conversion of printed records to machine 
readable form progressed. The staff completed the conversion of all LC 
MARC records, adding 64,251 records to the database, and have established 
a separate project to convert serials records. 


Some unavoidable interference with service occurred late in the year, 
when the reference staff discovered that a segment of the main floor’s con- 
crete slab had settled perceptibly. University personnel have been seeking 
the cause and investigating the best solution to the problem since then, 
in the hope that they can make any necessary repairs before the Fall semester 
begins. 
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COLLECTIONS 


After several years of discouraging new subscriptions to serials and stand- 
ing orders and systematic cancellation of established subscriptions, two 
years ago the Library began to assign more funds to this budgetary line. 
This year the budget included the largest allocation ever for new subscrip- 
tions, but the significant increase in subscriptions’ costs may compel a 
return to the earlier policy. Certainly one powerful influence is the decline 
of the dollar’s purchasing power abroad, since slightly over half the material 
that the Library purchases comes from foreign publishers. The other more 
damaging and less justifiable cause of increased prices is these publishers’ 
practice of charging American libraries discriminatory prices. To cite two 
particularly indefensible examples, the Cambridge University Press charged 
American subscribers $735 for The Journal of Fluid Mechanics while charg- 
ing domestic subscribers £312, and Taylor and Francis charged American 
subscribers $1240 for Philosophical Magazine while charging domestic 
subscribers £564, when the pound was worth less than $1.50. Serials 
Librarian Marcia Tuttle has taken a leading role in bringing this damaging 
practice to librarians’ and publishers’ attention both here and abroad. 
Resistance to this practice is growing, but as yet the culpable publishers 
have not adjusted their prices. The Library plans to make this problem 
more evident to the faculty and to attempt to enlist their cooperation in 
canceling subscriptions to as many of the offending journals as possible. 


These costs, coupled with the addition of machine readable data to the 
Library’s collecting responsibilities, have resulted in slightly less expenditure 
on monographs. This trend is likely to continue as the new formats for 
information become more common and prominent. This phenomenon 
speaks to an issue mentioned in earlier reports: measurements of a library’s 
quality must begin to shift to greater emphasis on service and access, away 
from the traditional emphasis on local possession of bound volumes. The 
combined effect of the new formats and networks for sharing collections 
are making the print collections’ size far less revealing than it has been 
in the past. The chief obstacle to this new type of measurement is the lack 
of any other acceptable index, a problem that the Association of Research 
Libraries has been struggling to solve for several years. 


The staff attacked several problems regarding uncataloged collections 
this year. Eric Palo, Circulation Librarian, chaired a Task Force that recom- 
mended a new policy on discards which went into effect just as the year 
ended. The bibliographers, in conjunction with the planning for minimal 
level cataloging, began to put backlogged titles in priority for this type 
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of treatment as well as for full cataloging. Following extensive planning 
with the School of Education, Technical Services departments established 
a new collection of approximately 600 textbooks used in North Carolina 
schools, which will provide the School’s students with a convenient opportu- 
nity to examine this material. 


Despite the budgetary adjustments described above, the Library had a 
number of notable acquisitions this year. A selected list of them appears 
at the end of this report, as does a list of gifts, which, as always, played 
a major role in enriching the collections. Some of the gifts to the Special 
Collections warrant specific mention. The family of Senator Sam Ervin 
made substantial additions to his personal papers, largely of materials ob- 
tained after his retirement from the Senate; and Mrs. A.L. Purrington gave 
the Manly family and Grimes family papers containing important political, 
military, and agricultural records of the 19th Century. Mrs. George Bartho- 
lomew, daughter of the former owner of the papers of the de Caradeuc 
family, who immigrated to South Carolina from Haiti, converted the loan 
of them to a gift. Vermont Royster, alumnus, former editor of The Wall 
Street Journal and now William R. Kenan Jr. Professor of Journalism and 
Public Affairs Emeritus, donated his papers. Alex Smoot donated a hand- 
made copy of Bostian Alley, a collection of photographs of black children 
in Salisbury made by Mr. Smoot and Margaret Boylan in 1937, to the North 
Carolina Collection, which also negotiated an agreement this year with 
the University’s Photographic Laboratory to transfer its pre-1966 photo- 
graphs and negatives to the Photographic Services attached to the Collec- 
tion. Mrs. William Joslin donated a copy of James Johnston Pettigrew’s 
Notes on Spain and the Spaniards (Charleston, 1861). The Rare Book Col- 
lection received four major gifts: Mrs. Elizabeth Ward donated an extremely 
valuable collection of 112 titles on the history of salt; Dr. Walter Hollander 
donated a collection of Western Americana, an area in which the Library 
has not collected extensively; Mrs. Paul Green donated her husband’s 2400 
volume collection of drama; and the estate of Wendell H. Taylor, who with 
Jacques Barzun had been contributing to a collection of mystery stories 
for several years, added a final 845 volumes. 


Collection management, as opposed to collection development, is an in- 
creasingly heavy responsibility, as the disposition and preservation of collec- 
tions loom larger in the Library’s operations. Several departmental libraries 
face serious space problems and have accelerated their transfer of materials 
to Davis and Wilson Libraries substantially. This process still involves de- 
tailed and laborious alterations in many files, so that changing the necessary 
records has delayed transfers far more than the physical accommodation 
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of them. One significant if obscure benefit of the fully operative online 
catalog will be the improvement in this aspect of relocating collections. 


Here, as elsewhere, it has proven difficult to find the time and funds 
for any serious effort to preserve collections. The Task Force on Disaster 
Plans, chaired by Edward Martinique, East Asian Bibliographer, completed 
very thorough plans for both Davis and Wilson Libraries and disbanded. 
Since that time, John Rutledge, Western European Bibliographer, has served 
as Preservation Officer, supervising a minimal microfilming project. Of 
late, he has been representing the Library on a Preservtion Committee of 
TRLN, which submitted a report at the end of the year. With the appoint- 
ment of an Associate University Librarian for Special Collections and the 
arrival of a new Curator of Rare Books, followed shortly by the opening 
of the renovated Wilson Library which will contain a conservation labora- 
tory, it is hoped that the Library’s own program will take on more substance. 


The renovation of Wilson Library has suffered several delays, as most 
construction projects seem to do. It now appears that the University will 
re-possess the building in the Fall and that, after the inevitable final touches 
and occupation of the refurbished part of the building, Wilson should open 
for public use around February of next year. Both the public and the staffs 
involved deserve much credit for such good humored toleration of the delays 
and inconveniences experienced. It can only be hoped that the renovated 
building’s attractiveness and functionalism will compensate all parties for 
this uncomfortable interim, and all early indications are that that will indeed 
be the case. 


STAFF 


In January, the State imposed a hiring slowdown for non-professional 
staff that required a written justification for recruitment to fill every vacancy, 
delaying replacements and forbidding them in many instances. This staff 
is crucial to the Library’s productivity, and many units reported this year 
that their effectiveness declined significantly as a result of the policy. Other 
staff members had to assume the workload assigned to the vacant positions, 
so that one resignation affected several positions. It is a testimony to the 
staff’s dedication that they were able to achieve so much this year under 
these circumstances. 


As in past years, several staff members provided leadership for both na- 
tional and regional organizations. Marcia Tuttle, Serials Librarian, served 
as President of the American Library Association’s Resources and Technical 
Services Division. Karen Seibert, Associate University Librarian for Public 
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Services, served on ALA’s Council. Joe Hewitt, Associate University Li- 
brarian for Technical Services, served on RTSD’s Committee on Technical 
Services Costs and chaired the Division’s Nominating Committee. Rafael 
Coutin, Latin American and Iberian cataloger, served on the Executive Board 
of SALALM. H.G. Jones, Curator of the North Carolina Collection, served 
on the National Historical Publications and Records Commission and on 
the North Carolina Historical Commission. Alice Cotten, Reference Histor- 
ian of the North Carolina Collection, was elected president of the North 
Carolina Chapter of the Special Libraries Association. Carolyn Wallace, 
Curator of the Manuscripts Collection, was on the Society of American 
Archivists’ Task Force on Copyright. Richard Shrader, Reference Archivist 
in Manuscripts, served as Past President of the North Carolina Society 
of Archivists and Chair of the Manuscripts Repositories Section of SAA. 
Ridley Kessler, Federal Documents Librarian, was a member of both the 
Executive Board and the Nominating Committee of the North Carolina 
Library Association’s Documents Section. Pat Langelier, State and Inter- 
national Documents Librarian, chaired the Depository System Committee 
of NCLA’s Documents Section and co-authored a bill to be presented to 
the General Assembly to create a depository system in the State. 


The Librarians’ Association presented its annual conference in March 
on the topic of special libraries. Rebecca Ballentine, head librarian of the 
Institute of Government, chaired the conference committee, and the speakers 
and their topics were: Joseph C. Hickerson, Head, Archive of Folklore, 
The Library of Congress, ‘“The History and Development of Folk Culture 
Collections”; Bradford Lee Rauschenberg, Research Fellow, The Museum 
of Early Southern Decorative Arts, “Early Southern Decorative Arts and 
the Role of MESDA as a Research Facility’; Professor Daniel Patterson, 
University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, ““The Research Value of Sound 
and Visual Documents of Traditional Culture’; Professor Charles G. Zug 
III, University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, ‘Jugs, Ruddy Ducks, 
and Strip Quilts: An Introduction to North Carolina Folk Art”; Norma 
P. H. Jenkins, Librarian, The Rakow Library, “Faience, Footnotes and Fun: 
the Rakow Library of the Corning Museum of Glass’; Barbara Best- 
Nichols, Librarian, School of Textiles, North Carolina State University, 
“The Changing of the Guard in a Special Library”; Damon D. Hickey, 
Associate Library Director and Curator, The Friends Historical Collection, 
Guilford College, ‘“Three Hundred Years in North Carolina: The Friends 
Historical Collection of Guilford College’; and Timothy F. Dempsey, BNR, 
Inc., “The Development of the Learning Resource Center at BNR?’ The 
Conference drew eighty-three attendees, representing three states. 
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The Collection Development Department, in collaboration with their 
counterparts at Duke University, hosted a Regional Collection Management 
and Development Institute, May 18-21, sponsored by ALA/RTSD. The In- 
stitute followed three years’ planning by the co-chairs Florence Blakely of 
Duke University and John Shipman, University Bibliographer. Marcia 
Tuttle, current president of RTSD, was chair of the committee for local 
arrangements. 122 attendees from 33 states, the District of Columbia, and 
three Canadian provinces participated. 


Last year, an effort to re-structure committees and task forces reduced 
each category to four groups. In the intervening year, it became necessary 
almost immediately to add to that number—a list of the groups now active 
is at the end of this report—but while all have made invaluable contribu- 
tions, one of the original committees deserves special mention. The Staff 
Development Committee, with Tim West of the Manuscripts Department 
as chair, has been highly productive since its re-constitution. The Com- 
mittee presented eleven monthly programs, five lunchtime programs, and 
two sets of six sessions on “interdepartmental awareness;’ during the past 
year. In addition, the Committee produced a Staff Development Direc- 
tory, describing twenty-one agencies that offer training pertinent to the 
staff's responsibilities. The time is ripe for vigorous programs in staff 
development because of the expanding demand for new skills in libraries, 
and the Committee has served the Library well in this regard. 


The Library experienced several major changes in personnel during the 
year. Extended searches for a Head of the Humanities Reference Depart- 
ment and a Curator of Rare Books ended successfully in the appointments 
of Melissa Cain, Head of the English Library at the University of Illinois 
at Champagne-Urbana, and Charles McNamara, Associate Curator of Rare 
Books at Cornell University, respectively. D. Clifton Brock, Associate Uni- 
versity Librarian for Special Collections, took early retirement in January, 
after 26 years of service at the University, and a search for his successor 
was approaching a conclusion as the year ended. Eric Palo became Circula- 
tion Librarian in August, and Beth Mullaney, Assistant Circulation Librar- 
ian, resigned in October to become Circulation Librarian at Hunter College. 
Dana Sally, Brauer Librarian, resigned in January to take a position at 
Indiana University of Pennsylvania near his family home, and the search 
for his successor was also near completion at the year’s end. Sue Lithgo 
joined the North Carolina Collection as a cataloger, and Tucker Respess, 
supervising cataloger, resigned to enter business with her husband. David 
Lasocki joined the Music Library in a newly structured position as Reference 
Librarian, and Robert Hebert became Business Reference Librarian in 
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BA/SS. Rebecca Davidson, Head, Searching Section of the Acquisitions 
Department, resigned late in the year. 


The year witnessed an unusual number of leaves for staff. Gillian 
Debreczny, Circulation/Reserve Librarian in the House Undergraduate 
Library, began a leave in November to work in Africa for ten months under 
the auspices of the United States Information Agency. Her predecessor, 
Anne Fields, returned to work from January to August, and Myrna 
Schwartz, normally halftime, worked fulltime from January to May to pro- 
vide the necessary service. Nadia Zilper, Slavic Bibliographer, received a 
research grant from the Kenan Institute for Advanced Russian Studies to 
study the history of exchanges of library materials between this country 
and Russia in July, 1985, and a travel grant for senior scholars from the 
International Research and Exchanges Board to visit Eastern European 
libraries in May and June, 1986. Jimmy Dickerson, Chemistry Librarian, 
was on leave in May and June as a Visiting Researcher at Tokai University 
in Hiratsuko, Japan, consulting and lecturing on online searching. 


SPECIAL EVENTS 


The Library held two special events during the year. On April 11, the 
large reading room for the two Reference Departments was dedicated to 
Nelson Ferebee Taylor, Chancellor of the University at the time the Univer- 
sity received authorization to build the Davis Library. Douglass Hunt, Spe- 
cial Assistant to the Chancellor, was Master of Ceremonies; Chancellor 
Christopher Fordham welcomed the gathering; and John Evans, Dean of 
the School of Business and former Special Assistant to Chancellor Taylor, 
gave the principal address, to which Chancellor Taylor responded. The 
ceremony was a fitting recognition of the man responsible for providing 
appropriate library buildings and collections for the University in the 1970's. 
From May 26 to May 28, thirty-one members of the staff met at Aqueduct 
outside Chapel Hill for the first Retreat in the Library’s history. Suggested 
by the Provost and partially funded by his office, the meeting spent two 
days intensively discussing the Library’s future under the guidance of Facili- 
tator Leslie Garner of the Business School and set priorities for future 
action. 


TRIANGLE RESEARCH LIBRARIES NETWORK 
In its second year under the Memorandum of Understanding and the 


Governing Board, TRLN took great strides this year. All three institutions 
involved began offering public access to local online catalogs operating 
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on three distributed Tandem minicomputers. The system still suffers from 
the usual “bugs” that plague a new network and from the fact that the 
University’s hardware is not so powerful as that of the other two installa- 
tions, problems that should be resolved early in the coming year. In March, 
the Board appointed an Executive Committee to act in its stead between 
Board meetings, and that group, under the chairmanship of Jerry Camp- 
bell, University Librarian at Duke, immediately began work on simplifying 
the network’s committee structure in order to expedite future developments. 
Those developments include subject access and a circulation system and, 
in the longer term, an acquisitions/serials system. The Council on Library 
Resources awarded the network a grant for partial funding of development 
of a computer-to-computer link with OCLC, and the Department of Educa- 
tion granted funds for the retrospective conversion of serials records next 
year under its Title IIC program. 


THE FRIENDS OF THE LIBRARY 


The Friends of the Library held their annual dinner on April 10, with 
Fred Chappell, prizewinning poet, as their speaker and Chairman J. D. 
Eyre presiding. Ten Life Members were named: John C. Bernhardt, Dr. 
Walter Hollander, Jr., Elizabeth Ward, William and Ida Friday, Rachel 
Staples Powell, Sara Tillett Thomas, Gladys Tillett Coddington, Charles 
W. Tillett, Jr., and Federico Gil. Before the dinner meeting, a separate busi- 
ness meeting at which a new constitution creating a Board of Directors 
was approved was held in the afternoon. The new Board will replace the 
Executive Committee and will consist of eight appointed members drawn 
largely from the business world. A report on the Endowment at the same 
meeting indicated that the Friends had now raised $113,543.50 in addition 
to the Partlett bequest. 


The Friends gave three programs during the year. In September, Archie 
Davis spoke on Henry Burgwyn, Boy Colonel of the Confederacy, the sub- 
ject of his recently published book. In November, Clyde Edgerton, author 
of Raney, spoke on his book. Michael McFee, poet and critic, gave the final 
program of the year. Over one hundred people attended each program. 


THE ADMINISTRATIVE BOARD OF THE LIBRARY 
Other elements of this report have revealed several achievements by the 
Administrative Board: the debate and official approval of the collection 


development policy governing machine readable data, evaluations of the 
online catalog and assistance in its introduction, and several notable pur- 
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chases through its Research Fund Committee and its Manuscripts Commit- 
tee. The Board’s Serials Committee and General Science Committee have 
been crucial to recent efforts to use funds for new subscriptions strategically. 
Towards the end of the year, Professor Frederic Moses, in his second year 
as Chairman, raised some questions about the composition of the Board 
and its ability to advise on the new technology. The Board reached no con- 
sensus on the issue by the end of the year.

This overview each year can be no more than a sampling of the diverse 
and complex accomplishments that the Library’s staff attains. A direct read- 
ing of each unit’s annual report such as that which forms the background 
of this composite leaves the reader astounded at the amount of work done 
year after year. One might think that one is guilty of inordinate local pride 
were it not for many visitors and new staff members who, after close exami- 
nation of the activity, emphatically confirm the conclusion. One distin- 
guished visitor this year, after studying the technical services operation, 
wrote to say that “‘there are probably few technical services operations that 
are so well structured for production of an enormous work flow.’ Another 
commentator, a current faculty member, recently reported that of the four 
major institutions at which he had served before coming to the University, 
this library was the only one at which he had met unfailing courtesy and 
efficient service in all areas. It is indisputable that whatever other resources 
the Library has, it is the staff’s ability and conscientiousness that has been 
indispensable to the Library’s enhanced quality in recent years.

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Annual Report of the University Library 
for the Fiscal Year 1986-87 
November 1, 1987 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


Each year university libraries are relying more heavily on commercial 
databases in one form or another. Subscription services offering online 
searching of remote databases first appeared in research libraries in the 
mid-1970’s and now are indispensable to researchers. This tool’s power has 
been apparent from its introduction, but a major limitation on its use initially 
was the necessity for trained staff to conduct searches for patrons. If any 
such service was to become an established technique for research, it clearly 
had to become independent of the numbers of staff available and directly 
accessible to the user. Some five or six years ago, one supplier began to 
offer searching with this characteristic, and predictably it now has become 
a standard service in research libraries. 


Last year, when suppliers of compact disks began to offer databases of 
interest to university libraries, services designed for patrons’ independent 
use of them also became available. So far from absorbing vast numbers 
of specialized librarians, as was first presumed, these technologies may well 
provide patrons with an independence that goes beyond anything known 
previously in libraries. They, more than perhaps any other application of 
electronics, will affect every facet of research libraries from staffing to bud- 
geting; but it may take a decade or more before final resolution of all the 
changes take definite shape. In the meantime, it is necessary to prepare 
for greater independence for users while continuing to provide established 
Services. 


SERVICES 


The Library, responding to these opportunities, opened a Center for 
Machine Readable Data Files at the beginning of the year. Under the leader- 
ship of Carson Holloway, the Center made itself known on campus and 
began to acquire regular users of its mediated services. Shortly after the 
Center initiated operations, the Department introduced a new service named 
‘“‘U-Search;’ directed by Donna Cornick and Mr. Holloway. The service 
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offers BRS Afterdark, with its lower rates, and “user-friendly” compact 
disks to provide a broad but self-serviced access to databases during most 
of the hours the Library is open. The patrons have been highly positive 
about both the services and their costs, although on occasion the CD-ROM 
component, like most innovations, has exhibited some need for refinement. 
It seems certain that the use of this convenient access will increase, and 
the Department has plans to expand and improve the service. 


Not surprisingly, graduate students were the heaviest users of U-Search, 
but simultaneously the Library was introducing undergraduates to self- 
directed searches of their own. In the Fall, the House Undergraduate Library 
acquired a packaged system called InfolIrac based on laser disks that was, 
under the guidance of Mitchell Whichard and Gary Momenee of the House 
public services staff, an immediate success with the students. This system, 
too, has some of the flaws of a pioneering effort, but in the opinion of 
staff and students remains a powerful tool that opens many doors to the 
undergraduate researcher, accounting in all likelihood for the 20% increase 
in the use of periodicals in the Undergraduate Library. The provision of 
these services that primarily attract students has done much to extend elec- 
tronic searching capabilities to all segments of the community. 


The pervasive influence of the computer and telecommunications ex- 
panded in a number of areas in the Library. A selection of applications 
will indicate the breadth and variety of activity of this nature. The online 
catalog introduced subject and multi-institutional searching in the same 
year that staff received, reviewed, adopted, and partially implemented plans 
for the closing of the card catalog. The Humanities Reference Department 
offered a public OCLC terminal after budgetary constraints had delayed 
that access for several years and added another OCLC terminal in the Inter- 
library Loan Section in connection with a reorganization of the entire Sec- 
tion. The Circulation Department and the Undergraduate Library installed 
the Epic Data Circulation System in August, replacing an obsolete IBM 
system for which parts had not been available for several years. 


Each department and departmental library now has at least one micro- 
computer dedicated to its exclusive use, and the staff has a long record 
of ingenuity in using these helpful tools. The Manuscripts Department con- 
tinued to develop the retrieval system for manuscripts locally created on 
microcomputers. Similarly, the Rare Book Collection began developing an 
acquisitions control system, assessed its Victorian binding collection, and 
undertook the first stage of preservation and bibliographic control of the 
Smith-Murray Collection purchased several years ago on theirs. Several 
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departmental libraries used the efficiency of microcomputers and the online 
catalog while transferring large numbers of volumes to Davis Library. The 
building plan, predicated on this kind of movement of collections, is just 
reaching full realization, and the transferring of materials will probably 
gather momentum as departmental libraries become more overcrowded and 
technology eases the alteration of bibliographic records. 


Traditional services grew as well. Circulation increased substantially in 
virtually every library in the system, and reference services increased in 
most. BA/SS compiled or revised 21 bibliographies or guides; conducted 
89 LaRC’s, the research consultations for graduate students; and taught 
126 sessions of bibliographic instruction that covered 18 disciplines and 
reached 1805 students. The Humanities Reference Department provided 
31 lectures and tours, 21 LaRC’s, 63 scheduled tours, and 15 special tours. 


For no immediately obvious reason, interlibrary lending increased by 
35% in the Brauer Library, by 36% in the Sloane Library, and by almost 
38% in the Music Library. The State Library provided six North Carolina 
libraries with telefacsimile machines and created a North Carolina database 
within the OCLC database to assist libraries in the State in resource sharing. 
Neither had begun to operate when the year closed, but it will be interesting 
to see the impact of this new support on interlibrary lending activity. 


Despite their temporary, somewhat inconvenient quarters, the Special 
Collections provided additional signs of growth. The Manuscripts Depart- 
ment had 890 visitors from forty-three states and 7 foreign countries. The 
North Carolina Collection hosted two conferences in the newly renovated 
Wilson Library before it was officially opened: the International Sir Walter 
Raleigh Society Conference on March 27-28 and the Thomas Wolfe Society 
on May 22-23. Each had 135 registrants. These two occasions afforded 
opportunities for the initiation of the North Caroliniana Gallery, a new 
and attractive feature of the North Carolina Collection. Neil Fulghum, 
the newly appointed Keeper of the Gallery, mounted an exhibit for each 
meeting that, despite the unfinished condition of the Gallery, revealed the 
quality of presentations to come in this interesting, new dimension to the 
Collection’s efforts to keep the State’s history before its citizens. 


As the year ended, the Special Collections were preparing to move into 
their new quarters after more than three years in the Wilson Stack Addition. 
Their relocation early next year will mark the end of fourteen years of library 
construction on campus and will complete the plan for these facilities created 
under Chancellor Ferebee Taylor in the mid-1970’s. As in the case of the 
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Davis Library, the construction and furnishing of Wilson Library required 
the primary and sustained attention of a number of key members of the 
Library staff—so great a number that it is impossible to acknowledge the 
contributions of all of them. The curators of the four principal collections— 
the Manuscripts Collection, the North Carolina Collection, the Rare Book 
Collection, and the Map Collection—held their first planning sessions in 
1978 and have been involved to varying degrees since that time. Larry Alford, 
Assistant University Librarian for Planning and Finance, was the central 
figure in the completion and equipping of Davis Library and played an 
equally crucial role in the renovation of Wilson Library. Mike Martin, 
University Archivist, has assumed the role of coordinator of the furnishing 
and equipping of Wilson and the supervision of construction. It would 
be difficult to overestimate his contribution to the success of the project. 
Just in the last year, Marcella Grendler, newly appointed Associate University 
Librarian for Special Collections, assumed responsibility for many of the 
detailed supervisory tasks involved. All these and the many other contribu- 
tors can take pride in the result, which at last provides the University a 
building with distinctions to match its collections. 


COLLECTIONS 


In contrast to the expansion of services, collection development suffered 
severe reverses during the past year, principally through the dollar’s loss 
of purchasing power abroad and through inflation. The dollar’s decline 
in value produced major problems for research libraries nationally that 
received wide attention in the library press, and the University Library’s 
experience was no different. The materials budget shrank roughly 35% 
in value, when inflation already was exerting great pressure on the budget. 
Moreover, the materials budget now must cover the machine readable mate- 
rial as well as the preservation of the collection. The inevitable result has 
been that the number of orders placed has declined even more sharply than 
the dollar’s value. 


This crisis underlined research libraries’ dependence on foreign suppliers. 
The collection development staff conducted an informal study which revealed 
that this library purchases 48.8% of its monographs and 27.7% of its serials 
abroad. This level of foreign purchasing probably has no equal within the 
university, and it is likely that university administrators are largely unaware 
of this aspect of library budgets and those budgets’ vulnerability to a declin- 
ing dollar. Nor, perhaps, is it widely recognized how much library collec- 
tions depend on sustained annual maintenance. Losses suffered in any one 
year simply cannot be made up later. 
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Joe Hewitt, Associate University Librarian for Technical Services, stated 
in his annual report on this unsettled year that the true test of a collection 
development program is whether it can maintain an orderly operation in 
a period of sudden budgetary decline and concluded that the staff managed 
to meet the test. Several past reports have recounted the value of the cooper- 
ation among the Departments in this Division to the University, and in 
no year has that been truer than in this. The flexibility in administering funds 
and placing orders provided by the Acquisitions and Serials Departments 
was indispensable to the bibliographers, and this cooperative approach to 
the problem was, in turn, invaluable in getting the eroded budget’s full 
value for the University. The staff has attempted to share the fruits of their 
experience, most notably in an article that has already appeared by bibliog- 
raphers John Rutledge and Luke Swindler suggesting methods for setting 
collecting priorities in times of crisis. 


The related questions of discriminatory pricing of serials and inflation 
also drew the staff’s attention. Marcia Tuttle, Serials Librarian, has been 
a leading critic of the European practice of charging American libraries 
far more than any other subscribers. As reported last year, Ms. Tuttle has 
brought attention to this issue both here and in Europe through addresses 
to professional and publishing groups and in her publications. She continued 
her efforts this year, and as the discrimination worsens, support for her 
position is increasing in this country. 


Ms. Tuttle’s national and international effort was consistent with a local 
review the last several years of serials subscriptions for possible cancellations. 
This year budgetary stress led the University Bibliographer and the Serials 
Librarian to focus the effort on the most expensive journals that the Library 
receives. The result was an annual savings of $20,000 to the University. 
Three components were essential to this achievement. First, the cooperation 
of the Library Departments involved has become as necessary to the cancel- 
lation program as it is to other collection development efforts. Second, 
the exemplary concern and cooperation of the faculty significantly increased 
the effort’s productivity. And third, imaginative applications of microcom- 
puters have created new capabilities that make the task much less arduous 
and vastly more efficient. Despite this magnificent accomplishment, it was 
necessary to increase the serials budget 31%, in part by transfers from the 
monographic budget. This trend is likely to accelerate, and the academic 
world should be conscious that one result is that university libraries are 
investing increasingly in the scientific disciplines at the expense of the 
humanities. 


UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA LIBRARY 


Unfortunately, in the midst of these necessary readjustments, the State 
Purchasing Department, without notice, eliminated the Library’s binder 
from the firms eligible for State contracts. Apparently the officials in charge 
were unaware of the detailed preparations that such a change entails. The 
urgent efforts of the staff and the new binder reduced the problems to a 
minimum, but the effect was all the more severe for being so totally unneces- 
sary. Efforts are now underway to prevent similar disruptions in the future. 


Under the guidance of John Rutledge, West European bibliographer, 
a systematic expansion of the limited program in preservation microfilming, 
begun two years ago, occurred this year. An arduous effort to increase the 
budget for preservation allowed the filming of 200 volumes at $46 per 
volume. A hidden cost, the bigger part of total cost, is the time and effort 
that goes into selection of volumes for filming, which requires subject exper- 
tise, information on the title’s availability elsewhere, and the condition of 
the local copy, among other things. It becomes clearer each year that the 
Library should focus a major part of its fund-raising effort on preservation. 
At our present rate of production, it will take the Library roughly 320 years 
to film the brittle volumes already on the shelves. By that time, the number 
of brittle books would increase fourfold at least, so that the preservation 
effort would fall steadily further behind the need for it. 


On a more hopeful note, the appointment this year of a new Associate 
University Librarian for the Special Collections and a new Rare Book 
Librarian, combined with the opening of a conservation laboratory next 
year, promises to lead to more rapid progress in this area. One area that 
requires immediate attention is the rare book collections in departmental 
libraries. Their precarious situations were dramatically revealed again this 
year when floods occurred in the Couch and Kenan Libraries. The staffs 
of both collections responded quickly and intelligently, working steadily 
until the damage was under control. Fortunately, few volumes and no rarities 
were involved, but these incidents provided yet another warning of what 
might happen to rare collections as long as they are located in environments 
not designed for them. 


The staff completed three years’ work on a grant from the National En- 
dowment for the Humanities and began work on another, from the Depart- 
ment of Education under the Higher Education Act, Title IIC. The first 
was the cataloging of 21,737 Spanish plays, 18,312 of which were original 
contributions to the OCLC database. These titles at last are available to 
the world of international scholarship, which should share our appreciation 
of NEH’s support of the effort. The IIC grant is a joint award, shared 
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with Duke University and North Carolina State University, to convert serials 
cataloging records for use in the Triangle Research Libraries Network and 
in the OCLC database. This project will add the serial titles of the three 
libraries that are not in the database to it as well as providing records for 
the shared online catalog in the MARC format and with holdings informa- 
tion, if it is funded for the entire span of its proposed life. 


Several related projects that will improve the collections and the access 
to them warrant mention. The library was designated one of several pilot 
locations for OCLC’s Chinese, Japanese, and Korean cataloging project. 
When the test period was over, T. Elbert Clemmons, the founder and patron 
of the East Asian Collection, enabled the Library to have this capability 
permanently. This gift is the latest in a long series of generous acts by Mr. 
Clemmons to assure the future of East Asian studies at his alma mater. 
In another extension of online cataloging in the Library, the Catalog Man- 
agement staff began using the Microcon program of OCLC to produce 
retrospective cataloging for the general collections. The project is making 
rapid progress, coding 18,700 titles before the year’s end. Finally, Nadia 
Zilper, Slavic bibliographer, on research leave in Eastern Europe successfully 
negotiated a number of exchange arrangements that promise to enrich the 
collections significantly, although the Library has long had many productive 
arrangements with libraries in that part of the world. In fact, Ms. Zilper 
is presently working on a history of library exchanges between American 
and Slavic libraries to demonstrate how valuable these relationships have 
been to Slavic studies in this country. 


With the move to new quarters in Wilson Library, the Manuscripts 
Department will add another unit—the Southern Folklife Collection. The 
core of the Collection is the Jonathan Edwards Memorial Collection, a large 
group of country and western recordings purchased by the Library for the 
Folklore Curriculum in 1983. It has been in temporary quarters in the 
Undergraduate Library during the intervening time. This year a folklorist 
was appointed, and plans were made to bring the Collection and the Folklore 
recordings together in one unit that will provide the foundation for collecting 
sound materials to complement the paper materials in the Southern Histori- 
cal Collection. 


As always, the Library once again benefitted from generous donations 
to the collections. Dr. Frederick T. Wolf, Professor Emeritus at Vanderbilt 
University, gave the Couch Library 4800 mycological pamphlets. Professor 
William S. Newman, an Emeritus Professor in the Music Department who 
has been donating his distinguished private library over several years, gave 
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the final and largest installment of that gift. The Geography and Maps 
Library of Indiana University gave 975 maps of Germany to the Map Col- 
lection, which also received 3,814 topographical maps from the Geology 
Library, now that the quarters in Wilson will provide the necessary 
accommodation. 


The Special Collections received more extraordinary gifts that can be 
mentioned individually here. A small sampling will have to indicate their 
quality. The Manuscripts Department received a major portion of the papers 
of Thomas Butler King from Mr. and Mrs. Alexander Heard. Bland Black- 
ford Freeman donated a large body of the papers of the Blackford family, 
prominent Virginians active in the American Colonization Society in the 
early 19th Century. Frank Arthur Daniels, Jr. gave the papers of his father, 
publisher of the Raleigh News and Observer. Margaret H. Kennedy, Mary 
Hunter Kennedy Daly, and Philip H. Kennedy, donated the papers of Mary 
Hunter Kennedy, including the 19th Century papers of several families in 
Iredell County, North Carolina and their relatives throughout the South. 
The North Carolina Collection received thirty-four volumes covering 1933 
to 1950 of the State from Sibyl Georch Powe, daughter of its founder and 
publisher, Harry Horton; and George London donated the rare 16th Century 
pamphlet edition of Pocahontas, The Indian Queen: A Comic Opera. The 
Rare Book Collection received from Mr. and Mrs. Harry Brainard an in- 
scribed copy of Ezra Pound’s A lume spento (Venice, 1908) the author’s 
first book, now extremely rare. Mrs. Howard S. Bowns donated thirty-nine 
volumes of classics from the 16th to the 18th Century, and Mrs. Herbert 
Bodman donated 64 World War I posters. 


Among the notable acquisitions, the Manuscripts Department purchased 
the records of A.P. Watt and Company, a London literary agent at the turn 
of the century; the records of Smith, Elder, and Company, whose file collec- 
tion of publications was purchased by the Library several years ago; and 
the account books of John Williams and Robert Burton, two prominent 
North Carolinians of the 18th Century. The North Carolina Collection 
purchased James Wallis’ An Oration on the Death of General George Wash- 
ington, Late President of the United States: Delivered in Charlotte, February 
22, 1800 to the Citizens of Mecklenburg County (Raleigh, 1800) and William 
Tell Harris’ Remarks Made During A Tour through the United States of 
America in the Years 1817, 1818, and 1819 (Liverpool, 1819). The Rare Book 
Collection collected a variety of 16th century French printers, building on 
the Estienne Collection given by the Hanes Foundation and family to mark 
the three millionth volume in 1982. The Collection purchased Petrus Apia- 
nus, Cosmographie (Jean Bellere, Antwerp, 1581); Jean Bodin, De republica 
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(Jacques Dupuy, Paris, 1586); Guillaume Budé, De asse (Badius Ascensius, 
Paris, 1516) bound with the author’s Annotations in pandectas (1512), and 
several new Estiennes. In addition, the Collection acquired Charles Louis 
de Secondat, Baron de Montesquieu’s 7Jemple de Gnide (Paris, Le Mire, 1772) 
and Ovid, Metamorphoses (Paris, 1767-71). At the same time, Curator 
Charles McNamara made arrangements with several interested parties to 
obtain a representative collection of the publications of the 19th century 
American publishing firm of Ticknor and Fields. This addition will com- 
plement the Smith-Murray file collection as a reflection of 19th century 
publishers’ productions. Lists of outstanding gifts and acquisitions are ap- 
pended to this report. 


STAFF 


Marcella Grendler, a former Program Officer at the National Endowment 
for the Humanities, joined the staff as Associate University Librarian for 
the Special Collections in October. Dana Sally, Brauer Librarian, returned 
after a year away and resumed his former responsibilities. Eileen McGrath 
succeeded Tucker Respess as supervising cataloger in the North Carolina 
Collection. Debora Headrick joined the Humanities Reference Department’s 
Staff, and Joseph Carroll’s appointment in that Department came to an 
end. Nancy Frazier transferred to the Rare Book Collection, and Mary 
Ishaq, a longtime Department member and former Acting Head, retired. 
Elizabeth Meehan-Black became Head of the Searching Section of the Ac- 
quisitions Department. Pat Zigas joined the BA/SS Reference Department 
as Business Reference Librarian, and Ellen Sutton became Social Science 
Reference Librarian, a new position. Brenda Ambrose-Fortune, originally 
appointed to the Cataloging Department for the Spanish Plays project, 
became a permanent staff member. The North Carolina Collection created 
two new positions with funds from private sources and appointed Robert 
Anthony as Collection Development Officer and, as indicated earlier, Neil 
Fulghum as Keeper of the North Caroliniana Gallery. The University Ad- 
ministration granted an off-campus assignment to the University Librarian 
during the Spring semester, so that he might examine disk technology and 
current methods of preserving paper collections. Joe Hewitt, Associate 
University Librarian for Technical Services, assumed direction of the 
Library in his absence. 


The staff had its usual quota of members in positions of regional or na- 
tional leadership in professional organizations, as indicated by the following 
examples. Karen Seibert, Associate University Librarian for Public Services, 
finished a four year term on the American Library Association’s Council 
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and was elected Vice-Chair/Chair-Elect of ALA’s Association of College 
and Research Libraries’ University Section. Joe Hewitt, Associate University 
Librarian for Technical Services, served on the Technical Services Committee 
of ALA’s Committee on Technical Services Costs, OCLC’s the Oxford Advi- 
sory Committee, and is Chair-Elect of the Steering Committee of ALA’s 
Library Research Roundtable. Marcia Tuttle, in her capacity as immediate 
past President of ALA’s Resources and Technical Services Division, served 
on the Division’s Organization and Bylaws Committee and Board of Direc- 
tors. H. G. Jones, Curator of the North Carolina Collection, completed 
his second term as Commissioner of the National Historical Publications 
and Records Commission but continued as a commissioner of the North 
Carolina Historical Commission and as Chairman of the State Professional 
Review Committee for the National Register. Alice Cotten of the Collection 
is President-Elect of the North Carolina Chapter of the Special Libraries 
Association. Rodger Harris, head of the Cataloging Department, continued 
his service in the Statistics Section of ALA’s Library Administration and 
Management Association. Miriam Sheaves, Geology Librarian, was elected 
Secretary of the Geoscience Information Society. Richard Shrader of the 
Manuscripts Department was Chair of the Steering Committee of the 
Manuscripts Repository Section of the Society of American Archivists. 
Ridley Kessler, Federal Documents Librarian in BA/SS, served as Chair 
of the Superseded Documents Committee of the Regional Depository 
Libraries. In his recent monograph, Government Information, Education 
and Research, 1928-1986, John Richardson Jr. described Mr. Kessler as the 
“most influential adviser” in American government document studies. 
Patricia Langelier, International Documents Librarian was very prominent 
in the North Carolina Library Association’s Document Section. Ms. Lange- 
lier led an effort over several years which succeeded this year in having 
a State depository law passed, insuring adequate accessibility for citizens 
to State publications. Congratulating Ms. Langelier on her success, the 
Librarian of a neighboring institution wrote, ‘Quite candidly, I have never 
in my twenty-some-odd years in this business seen a more determined, tena- 
cious, and professional undertaking than that which the Documents Section 
did with this issue. It was superb”’ And, it should be noted, all these achieve- 
ments were in addition to forty-two articles by the staff published this year. 


This year six staff committees and four task forces supported library-wide 
activities. While all these groups had productive years, several specific ac- 
tions deserve mention. The Committee on Technological Priorities, charged 
principally with screening requests for hardware each year, led the Library’s 
participation in the University’s first Compufest at which staff members 
demonstrated dial up access to BIS, InfoIrac, online searching of BRS data- 
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bases, and several packages from the MRDF Center. Chair Willy Owen 
presented a lecture-demonstration on the online catalog and another on 
the MRDF Center. The Staff Development Committee had another active 
year under the leadership of Chairman Tim West. The Committee provided 
two short courses, seven monthly programs, and nine bag lunches with 
various discussion leaders. In addition, the Committee supervised the pro- 
gram of interdepartmental awareness in which 87 staff members visited 
departments other than their own in the Fall and 91 did so in the Spring. 


The Librarians Association held their annual conference on March 9-10. 
This year’s theme was “‘Who’s In Control? Managing in a Dynamic Envi- 
ronment” and featured presentations by David Bishop of the University 
of Georgia, Gail Braun of the Wake Medical Center, Sheila Creth of the 
University of Iowa, and Jerry Campbell of Duke University, who filled 
in at the last minute when the weather prevented William Welsh, Deputy 
Librarian of Congress, from participating. The program also included 
round table discussions on nine different aspects of the theme. Carol Jen- 
kins, Health Sciences Librarian at the University, presided at the conference. 
142 registrants representing five states attended. The committee arranging 
the conference was cochaired by Sue Lyon and Cathryn White of the Health 
Sciences Library and consisted of Eric Palo, Julie Nye, Sharon Gleim, Karen 
Seibert, Sandy Leach, and Carol Nicholson. 


The Association also presented eight programs and a Fall social during 
the year. The subject matter ranged from reports on the American Library 
Association’s conferences to meetings with the Provost and Vice-Chancellor 
for Health Affairs. The committee that arranged the programs was chaired 
by Libby Chenault of the Rare Book Collection and included Margaretta 
Yarborough of the Cataloging Department, Pat Langelier of BA/SS, Sue 
Lithgo of the North Carolina Collection, Miriam Sheaves of the Geology 
Library, Terri Singer of the Health Sciences Library, and Janice Hammett 
of the Law Library. 


TRIANGLE RESEARCH LIBRARIES NETWORK 


Scheduling problems at OCLC made it apparent that the project for a 
computer to computer link would not be feasible for the foreseeable future, 
so that the grant from the Council on Library Resources reported last year 
had to be returned. In the meantime, the Research Triangle Foundation, 
through the good offices of the Triangle University Council on Advanced 
Studies, Inc., awarded the Network a grant of $1.6 million in September 
for further development of the system. Responding to this opportunity, 
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the Executive Committee reviewed the development schedule and presented 
the Board of Directors a revised schedule that called for the completion 
of a “basic” system within four years. The Board, in conjunction with an 
ad hoc Review Committee, were discussing the revised timetable when the 
year ended. 


FRIENDS OF THE LIBRARY 


On April 2, the Friends of the Library held its annual membership meet- 
ing, with a business meeting in the afternoon and a dinner and a talk by 
Lee Smith, novelist and short story writer, in the evening. J.D. Eyre, Chair- 
man of the Friends, presided over both meetings. In addition, the Friends 
presented two programs during the year. In September, Bill Neal, author 
of Bill Neal’s Southern Cooking, spoke; and in November, a panel of experts 
on the mystery novel composed of Amanda McKay, mystery writer; William 
Loesser, bookseller; Harry McKown, librarian; and William P. Murphy, 
professor of law and mystery collector; discussed mystery novels. The Board 
of Directors met in September and in April to consider the challenges facing 
the Library and the resources needed to meet them. Borden Hanes, chair- 
man of an ad hoc committee on membership, reported in April that for 
a number of reasons, the committee recommended the elimination of the 
Life Membership and the substitution of another method of recognizing 
significant gifts. The Board approved this recommendation, and the category 
was eliminated. The organization is working with the Development Office 
in regard to Class reunions and the celebration of the University’s Bicenten- 
nial. Many people have worked selflessly in the Library’s cause, and an 
expression of deep appreciation is due to them, especially to the Board 
of Directors, the Chairman, and Frances Weaver, Executive Secretary. 


THE ADMINISTRATIVE BOARD OF THE LIBRARY 


Through the Serials Committee and the General Sciences Committee 
especially, the Board played a crucial role in the program to cancel expensive 
serials. The impact of serials prices on the collections was a topic of periodic 
discussion by the full Board during the year and is a matter of continuing 
concern to members. The Board also had active and valuable discussions 
on the projects for minimal level cataloging and the closing of the catalog, 
as well as on the online catalog. Professor John Orth served ably as Chair- 
man, and in its last meeting of the year, the Board elected Professor Donald 
Kennedy to succeed him.

Each year the recounting of the year’s accomplishment almost inevitably 
prompts a final paragraph of praise and recognition of the staff. That is 
more true this year than in any past year. A four months’ respite in the 
Spring through the generosity of the University Administration has made 
the quality of the staff and the good fortune of the institution in having 
them all the more apparent. Both the opportunity to observe their perfor- 
mance from a distance and to visit the staffs of other highly productive 
libraries has confirmed earlier regard for their abilities and dedication. This 
year’s record—whether of assimilating new technologies, weathering a crisis 
in funding the collection’s growth, equipping the new Wilson Library, or 
working at routine tasks—is incontrovertible evidence of that quality once 
again.

A major portion of the Thomas Butler King Papers, including correspon- 
dence, speeches and writings of King, prominent early nineteenth- 
century Georgia leader, member of the U.S. House, collector of the 
Port of San Francisco, and promoter of internal improvements in 
Georgia and Texas, and of his wife Ann Matilda Page King, owner 
of an important coastal plantation, given by Alexander and Jean 
Heard. 


A major portion of the Blackford Family Papers, consisting of nineteeth 
and early twentieth century correspondence of three generations of 
the Blackford family of Fredricksburg, Lynchburg, and Alexandria, 
Virginia, and including substantial material relating to the American 
Colonization Society in the 1820s and 1830s and the American pres- 
ence in Columbia, South America, in the 1840s, given by Bland Black- 
ford Freeman. 


Frank Arthur Daniels Papers, consisting chiefly of correspondence of 
Daniels, publisher of the Raleigh News and Observer and civic leader 
in Raleigh and North Carolina, including hundreds of personal letters 
to Daniels from his father Josephus during the latter’s tenure as U.S. 
ambassador to Mexico, 1933-1941, given by Frank Daniels, Jr. 


975 maps of Germany at the scale of 1:25,000 were received as a gift from 
the Geography and Map Library, Indiana University. Although not 
current, these maps will greatly enhance our reference service for 
Germany. 


Sibyl Goerch Powe of Durham, daughter of the founder and longtime pub- 
lisher of the State, with her nephew, Harry Morton, Jr., of Carrboro, 
and nieces, Mrs. Jerry Wasko of Pittsboro and Mrs. Robbie Helbert 
of Cary, presented her late father’s thirty-four bound volumes of the 
title, containing Volumes | through 17, 3 June 1933 to 27 May 1950. 


Professor Robert R. Cotten presented the Bible of his grandmother, Sallie 
Southal Cotten, one of North Carolina’s two most famous women 
historians. 


George Elliot London of Raleigh donated the rare sixteen-page pamphlet, 
Pocahontas, The Indian Queen: A Comic Opera (words by C. B. Hart 
and music by A. Pauli). The opera was performed in Tucker Hall 
in Raleigh in 1886. 


William S. Powell of Chapel Hill gave the first three volumes in State and 
Local History News (July 1941-May 1947), published by the American 
Association for State and Local History and edited by Powell, 
1948-1957. 
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Dr. and Mrs. Harry Brainard donated an inscribed copy of Ezra Pound’s 
A lume spento, Venice, 1908. This was the author’s first book and 
is one of the rarest and most sought after books in modern American 
literature. 


Mrs. Herbert L. Bodman donated 64 World War I posters. 
Mr. Jacques Barzun donated 285 mystery-detective novels. 


Mrs. Howard S. Bowns donated 29 books, mostly editions of the classics, 
from the sixteenth to the eighteenth centuries.

Ruskin, John. [De munera pulveris.] s.1.: s.n., 1862. This work consists of 
the four periodical articles which would eventually make up Ruskin’s 
De munera pulveris. The articles are annotated by Ruskin himself 
with a view towards their subsequent book publication. 


Bude, Guillaume. De asse, bound with the author’s Annotationes in pandec- 
tas. Paris: Badius Ascensius, 1516 and 1512. Two important works 
of the great French humanist scholar. The first work in particular—a 
study of ancient coinage—strongly influenced later Renaissance eco- 
nomic and political studies. 
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Ovid. Metamorphoses. Paris: Leclerc, 1767-71. 4 vols. Also illustrated by 
Eisen, as well as by Boucher, Moreau le jeune, Choffard, Monnet, 
Gravelot, and others. This book has been characterized by Gordon 
Ray (in a Pierpont Morgan exhibition several years ago) as the “‘su- 
preme anthology of French rococo book illustration?’

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Annual Report of the University Library 
for the Fiscal Year 1987-88 
November 1, 1988 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


In the midst of considering the competing necessities for paper and 
machine-readable collections, librarians this year faced two circumstances that 
reminded them of their fundamental dependence on paper sources. The more 
dramatic of these, perhaps, was the sudden upsurge in foreign serials’ costs, but 
the shelf death of many volumes printed in the last century posed an equal 
imperative. The first was an unexpected shock. The second has long been a 
matter of concern and informed discussion, although shrouded by a lack of both 
funding and, it seems, immediacy. Now, after much heralding, the disintegra- 
tion of acidic paper, like the “greenhouse effect,” has reached a critical mass 
that urgently demands recognition. 


The profession’s response to the serials’ crisis was gratifying. Librari- 
ans, with the welcome and vital help of faculties across the country, began an 
intense review of subscription lists to identify candidates for cancellation. 
Through their journals and associations, as well as through individual commu- 
nications within institutions, they brought the problem to the attention of their 
institutional leaders. Many research libraries received midyear supplements to 
their budgets in the range of $400,000 to $600,000 to meet the impact of inflated 
prices. At the same time, they used these same avenues of communication to 
decry those prices and to prompt resistance to them. 


If somewhat less dramatic, the response to the crisis in preservation was 
no less effective. Preservation programs began to appear in many research 
libraries that previously had had none, and libraries increasingly began to 
engage the services of regional microfilming centers or joined local or regional 
associations’ initiatives. Although the shortage of trained personnel is still 
acute, the number of staff with formal backgrounds in preservation is swelling, 
and as circumstances permit, the allocation of funds to preservation is steadily 
growing. Most significantly, the Congress began to consider federal legislation 
which, if approved, could preserve much of the national heritage through the 
National Endowment for the Humanities. 


UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA LIBRARY 


THE COLLECTIONS 


In varying degrees, the University Library’s experience this year was a 
microcosm of the national experience. The Library has had an $800,000 loss 
of purchasing power and a concomitant drop of 34% in book receipts over the 
past two years. It became necessary to reduce book budgets of all units, 
including academic departments, by 17%—a deeply regrettable but effective 
method of arousing the entire community to the seriousness of the situation. 
The faculty has had a growing awareness of the problem for the past eight years, 
thanks to John Shipman, University Bibliographer, and Marcia Tuttle, Serials 
Librarian. In 1980, they established a collaborative program with the faculty 
to review subscriptions regularly and, since 1985, to concentrate on canceling 
costly journals of secondary interest. 


In all, that effort has produced over $40,000 in savings. Despite these 
efforts, this year it was necessary to shift $191,000 from the monographic 
budget to cover price rises in serials, and even this massive movement of money 
to the serials budget has provided only a sustaining capability. For two years, 
no money has been available for new subscriptions except for the money 
realized through cancellations. Meanwhile, a cumulative demand, reflecting 
new publications, programs, and faculty that have appeared during this 
prolonged period of austerity, is amassing. Any budgetary increases will have 
first to restore current collecting to appropriate levels, including the collection 
of proliferating machine readable information and of those government docu- 
ments which are no longer distributed without charge. 


One unique local effect has been the threat to the many cooperative 
collecting programs that the Library has maintained for years with North Caro- 
lina State University and Duke University to conserve resources. To cite but 
one example, the recently negotiated cooperative approach to French Provin- 
cial history will probably have to lapse. Nevertheless, the tradition is still bene- 
fitting all three libraries, which have established a committee for a cooperative 
approach to serials cancellations. Mr. Shipman and Ms. Tuttle are the Library’s 
representatives. 


Two long-term results of this unfortunate economic reversal now are 
clear. First, replacing monographs with serials as the heavily predominant 
category of acquisitions obscures a shift, in gross terms, of expenditures from 
the humanities to the sciences. Coming in conjunction with the introduction of 
machine readable information, this change in purchasing patterns makes it 
doubtful that the monograph and, concomitantly the humanities, will ever 
recover their former places among research libraries’ acquisitions. Second, it 
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is clear that any true restitution of library collections to their traditional 
provision of information for research universities will require a sustained 
financial effort over many years. 


These pages have often referred to the policy, adopted when the 
building program under Chancellor Taylor began, of transferring materials to 
the two main libraries, Davis and Wilson, when the end of construction made 
such moves feasible. While some transfers—a process that involves extensive 
record changes as well as physical transport—have occurred earlier, the first 
year of Wilson’s availability has witnessed the full tide of the policy’s 
implementation. Abetted by the acute shortage of space in most departmental 
libraries and by the facility with which the online catalog permits the changes 
of records, the inclination to make transfers is now quite prevalent. In an effort 
to make the process more efficient, the Collection Development Department 
wrote policies on transfers and guidelines on discards for all collections. 
Revised by the departmental librarians, these statements now govern this work, 
and the Cataloging Department in the latter part of the year transferred large 
numbers of serial volumes from departmental libraries to the two central facili- 
ties. 


Wilson Library reopened on August 17 after three years in renovation. 
The move into the main building from the stack addition occupied most of the 
summer, but the staff and the building were ready for full operation as school 
opened. A ceremony on April 29th marked the official reopening. These 
exceptional circumstances were the occasion for a Board of Visitors’ dinner in 
the library attended by the Chancellor, the Board of Directors of the Friends of 
the Library, and the Wilson Library staff. Alexander Heard, Chancellor 
Emeritus of Vanderbilt University and former Dean of the Graduate School at 
the University, made the principal address, and to close the evening Chancel- 
lor Christopher Fordham rededicated the building to the new purpose of 
accommodating the Special Collections. 


Among the year’s notable acquisitions were a large collection of 19th 
century publications of Ticknor and Fields, then a major American publishing 
house. The collection consists of 2,711 titles and makes a logical companion 
to the file copy collection of the British publisher John Murray. Combined with 
manuscripts collections such as that of Michael Sadler, they provide a major 
center for the study of the history of publishing. In other areas, the Music 
Library purchased a manuscript of 17th century arias, all unpublished and most 
previously unrecorded, and the Manuscript Department purchased a collection 
of letters of A.R. Ammons, the contemporary poet. A list of notable acquisi- 
tions as well as major gifts is appended to this report. 
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Roland Giduz, former editor of the Alumni Review and local photogra- 
pher, presented a major gift in the form of 18,000 negatives of pictures of the 
University and local area taken since World War II. Carl Pegg, Professor 
Emeritus of history, donated a collection of over 1,000 international docu- 
ments, and the California Institute of Technology gave the Geology Library 
6,779 topographical maps. In the Rare Book Room, support from the Bowman 
Gray family permitted the publication of Battlelines, Elizabeth Chenault’s 
excellent catalog of Bowman Gray’s wartime posters; and the Lurcy Founda- 
tion funded the cataloging of the 950 Mazarinade pamphlets. An anonymous 
gift provided for the organization and description of the William C. Friday 
papers in the University Archives, and gift support partially funded the creation 
of the recording studio basic to the operation of the Southern Folklife Collec- 
tion. 


In the area of preservation, the Photographic Services microfilmed 439 
titles from the Davis Library collection. The Manuscripts Department arranged 
for the preservation microfilming of 4,000 items and performed 721 treatment 
procedures, including encapsulation and deacidification. The North Carolina 
Collection placed 150 maps in mylar folders, and the Rare Book Collection 
placed mylar jackets on 1600 modern imprints held there. The Art Library 
purchased the necessary disaster supplies through the good offices of the 
Department, and new equipment in the Southern Folklife Collection enabled 
the staff to initiate preservation of that collection of over 30,000 sound 
recordings. 


SERVICES 


As always, the staff devoted much of their time and energy to improve- 
ments in efficiency and the husbanding of resources. A reorganization in the 
Cataloging Department increased productivity by 33% in the second half of the 
year and reduced the processing backlog of materials by 12,000 volumes. 
Indeed, the Cataloging Department’s retrospective conversion overall has now 
converted 50% of the Library’s cataloging records to machine readable form. 
The Acquisitions Department, with the Collection Development and Serials 
Departments, implemented major changes to address long standing problems 
that the shortage of funds had made especially acute. In addition, the 
Department purged the order file of inactive records, conducted a major study 
of patterns of receipt, and assumed total responsibility for approval plans, 
formerly operated jointly by Acquisitions and Collection Development. The 
change both made the plans’ operation more efficient and permitted Collection 
Developmentto reassign staff to the preservation program. The Serials Depart- 
ment assumed the responsibility for gathering the data which the serials review 
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requires, producing lists of serials by subject area for all three TRLN univer- 
sities. The serials staff must do this tedious work manually at this stage, and 
itis clear that the entire serials operation desperately requires automation, if the 
information available is to be used effectively. 


Technological applications in the Library continued to spread at a rate 
that constantly pressed the resources available. Fulfilling some predictions 
made in last year’s report, the use of compact disks, through U-Search, 
increased by 729% over the previous year. Over 5,000 uses of this self-service 
searching capability were made on the eight available CD-ROM databases. 
Computer demonstrations of one sort or another occurred in half of all sessions 
of bibliographic instruction conducted by BA/SS. The Machine Readable Data 
Files Center, now in its third year, experienced a 60% increase in searches. As 
more patrons began to do their own searching, borrowing requests for interli- 
brary loan items went up, and indications are that that number will grow. The 
telefacsimile machine, installed through the good offices of the State Library 
in the fall as part of a statewide network that now includes 60 libraries, already 
has transmitted 355 documents totalling 2,332 pages and received 267 docu- 
ments of 1,420 pages. Of these, 63.5% were interlibrary loans. It seems clear 
that this technological innovation, like CD-ROMs, will become highly promi- 
nent in library services and greatly enhance resource sharing. Both reference 
departments were instrumental in establishing an e-mail reference bulletin 
board shared by the three local universities. In the Special Collections, the Map 
Collection has created a database of sheet maps; the North Carolina Collection 
a database of telephone books, literary scrapbooks, and other miscellaneous 
items of North Caroliniana; and the Manuscripts Department is well along in 
planning a local area network of its holdings. 


Statistics are beginning to reflect some of the shift to self-service that 
technology permits, and no doubt that trend, too, will gather momentum. But 
as yet, most of the established measurements of service remain clearly valid. 
The Business Administration/Social Science Reference Department conducted 
90 LaRCs, the consultations on research tailored for graduate students. This 
figure represents a 96% increase in the decade since 1977-78, when the service 
began. The Humanities Reference Department conducted 31, a 48% increase 
over last year. Internal and external circulation grew slightly, and 1.5 million 
people visited Davis Library during the year. Interlibrary loans of original 
materials increased by 19% and of photocopies by 17%. In reference transac- 
tions, the Undergraduate Library hada 24% increase, the Brauer Library a 10%, 
and the Geology Library an 8%. The Undergraduate Library also provided an 
unusual service through its reserve collection of textbooks. Initiated three 
years ago by the Student Government, the program now depends entirely on the 
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Library and, under the leadership of Gillian Debreczeny, Assistant Under- 
graduate Librarian, has become a valuable service on which students rely. 


As always, the staff made special efforts to make the collections known 
and accessible to the community. The BA/SS Reference Department revised 
11 bibliographies and created four new ones. The Humanities Reference 
Department created a substantial guide to materials in the Library on African 
Studies, as well as others on American and European history, drama, and film. 
The Non-Print Section of the Undergraduate Library has begun updating and 
editing a complete catalog of its film and video holdings. One major effort in 
this area was the science departmental libraries’ display in Davis Library on 
their resources, coordinated by the Botany Library. The elimination of the 
Information Desk in the Davis Library’s lobby terminated one form of public 
service at the end of the first semester. It had become increasingly apparent 
after the online catalog became operational that the reference staffs would have 
to assume a greater responsibility for that service. During the year, the 
transition, under the guidance of the Public Services Committee and the BIS 
Liaison Committee, has occurred smoothly and effectively. 


STAFF 


The Staff Development Committee had another very fruitful year, 
continuing the inter-departmental awareness program throughout the year and 
providing seven monthly and four bag-lunch programs which were well 
attended. The Committee’s major project was the creation of an evaluation 
instrument that could genuinely serve as an educational and broadening expe- 
rience for staff members. The new procedure and form were ready by the end 
of the year, and the committee was preparing to introduce them to the staff 
through a series of presentations to small groups. The Publicity Committee, re- 
constituted this year, was equally productive. In addition to their usual 
dissemination of printed news about the Library, the Committee is now 
planning radio “spots” on WUNC describing services and collections avail- 
able. The Planning Council—reconstituted two years ago with major assign- 
ments for system-wide planning—divided into two Task Forces, one for Long 
Range Planning, chaired by Janet Flowers, head of the Acquisitions Depart- 
ment and one on Management Information Systems, chaired by John Shipman, 
University Bibliographer. This year the first group initiated the necessary 
information gathering for their assignment, while the second group surveyed 
the statistical information already available to management. The Council, a 
permanent staff group, will be studying these two areas for a considerable 
period before recommendations are made to the Library’s administration. 
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Several staff members served prominently in Sections of the North 
Carolina Library Association and in the North Carolina chapter of the Special 
Libraries Association. On the national level, Karen Seibert was elected Chair 
of the ACRL University Libraries Section and chaired the Public Services 
Directors of Large University Libraries group; Melissa Cain chaired the ACRL 
English and American Literature Discussion Group and served on the Biblio- 
graphic Instruction Section’s Continuing Education Committee. Eric Palo 
served on several ACRL committees—Publications, EBSS Publications, and 
search committees for the Rare Books and Manuscripts editor and for the 
Publications in Librarianship editor. Diane Strauss was Chair of the Business 
Reference Discussion Group’s Steering Committee in RASD, and Carson Hol- 
loway served on the MARS Nonbibliographic Data Files Committee. Miriam 
Sheaves served as Secretary of the Geoscience Information Society and was 
appointed to the GeoRef Advisory Committee. Ridley Kessler chaired the 
Superseded Documents Committee of the Regional Depository Librarians and 
was elected Chair-elect of the Depository Library Council. Dr. William Ilgen, 
Iberian and Latin American Bibliographer, coauthored with Deborah Jakubs, 
Ibero-American Bibliographer at Duke University, a tnlingual monograph, 
Acquisitions Manual: Guidelines for Librarians, Bookdealers, and Publishers 
for Spanish and Portuguese publications, which easily could become the 
standard guide in the field; John Shipman and Joe Hewitt won the Blackwell/ 
North America Scholarship Award for best paper of the year in acquisitions, 
collections, and library resources for “Cooperative Collection Development 
Among Research Libraries in an Age of Networking.” 


This year, as always, a number of changes in the staff occurred. David 
Bennett, Systems Librarian for TRLN, resigned, as did David Lasocki, Assis- 
tant Cataloger in the Music Library, and Sue Lithgo, Cataloger in the North 
Carolina Collection. Sarah Stubbs resigned from the Cataloging Department, 
and Ellen Sutton from the Business Administration and Social Science Refer- 
ence Department. Betty Waynick joined the Cataloging Department, and Kim 
Amato filled a new position in the Humanities Reference Department. Ruthann 
McTyre replaced Mr. Lasocki on the Music Library staff, and Madeleine Perez 
became the archivist of the William C. Friday papers project. Finally, Patrick 
Mullin, formerly of OCLC, joined the staff as the Library's first Systems 
Librarian, responsible for overseeing the participation in TRLN and the use of 
OCLC. 


After several delays that finally enabled her to participate in the 
occupation of the renovation quarters, Dr. Carolyn Wallace retired as Curator 
of the Manuscripts Department and Director of the Southern Historical 
Collection. Dr. Wallace has contributed 38 years’ service to the University 
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Library and had served in several capacities, including Assistant Curator and 
Director, before her appointment to her final position in 1975. Under her 
leadership, the Southern Historical Collection continued to add significantly to 
the papers held, while the Department branched out into several new areas: the 
University Archives, literary manuscripts, the Southern Folklife Collection, 
and the application of electronic technology to the cataloging and description 
of the various collections. In addition, Dr. Wallace taughtin the Library School 
for several years, played an active role in professional archivist organizations, 
assembled a very able staff, and, in recent years, oversaw the renovation of the 
Department's new quarters. Her contribution has been great, and the Library 
will miss it sorely. 


TRIANGLE RESEARCH LIBRARY NETWORK 


The Library’ srelation to the Triangle Research Library Network changed 
radically this year with the move of the network staff from Davis Library to 
Wilson Library and the appointment of Patrick Mullin as Systems Librarian 
and Donald Stecovich as Computer Operator. Necessarily, both have spent 
much of this first year learning the system and the staffs of both the Network 
and the Library. In the past twelve months, the Network implemented call 
number searching, and designing the circulation system began. Documenta- 
tion of the system has improved significantly, and several software modifica- 
tions have increased its efficiency. Preparations continue for converting the 
current serials microfiche list into a format for the online catalog, including 
efforts to provide the full MARC record wherever possible, rather than simply 
converting the present data. 


FRIENDS OF THE LIBRARY 


The year began with a gratifying response from faculty to the member- 
ship appeal following the news about the budgetary shortfall: more than sixty 
new members joined. In addition, members of five past graduating classes re- 
sponded well to mailings to them. At the year’s end, the organization had 487 
dues paying members, 123 Life members, and two Wilson Library Fellows, 
Mr. and Mrs. Harry Brainard, who donated a first edition of Ezra Pound’s A 
lume spento. Preparatory to the Bicentennial Fund Drive, Executive Secretary 
Frances Weaver led an intensified development effort. One major move was 
the appointment of Michelle Fletcher, a member of the University’s Develop- 
ment Office, as a part-time representative for the Library in fund-raising 
efforts. Since that designation, Ms. Fletcher has been creating a plan for the 
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Library’s development effort and meeting with both Friends’ officers and 
donors in that connection. 


The Board of Directors, mentioned earlier in connection with Wilson 
Library’s opening, also met on September 25 to have dinner with President and 
Mrs. C.D. Spangler and to see “Slow Fires,” the preservation film produced by 
the Council on Library Resources. Melissa Cain, head of the Humanities 
Reference Department; Marcella Grendler, Associate University Librarian for 
Special Collections, and Carson Holloway of the Business Administration and 
Social Sciences Department and head of the Machine Readable Data Files 
Center were also guests. 


The Friends also had two programs during the year: on September 15, 
Gary Shivers, General Manager of WUNC-FM played recordings of popular 
singers never released commercially, and on March 24, Lynn Holdzkom and 
Tim West of the Manuscripts Department and Jerry Cotten of the Photographic 
Services gave a program on preserving family documents and photographs. On 
April 7, Clyde Edgerton was the speaker at the annual dinner. He read from his 
new novel that will be published in the fall, and accompanied by the Tar Water 
Band, he sang several songs of his own composition. The dinner was preceded 
by a business meeting at which Professor Douglas Eyre was re-elected 
President and Ms. Nancy Lilly was re-elected Vice-President. Nancy Lilly, 
Grace Hamrick, and Charles Shaffer were reappointed to the Board of Direc- 
tors. 


THE ADMINISTRATIVE BOARD OF THE LIBRARY 


The Administrative Board of the Library took a leading role in alerting 
the faculty and community to the severe budgetary crisis; and the Chairman, 
Professor Don Kennedy, appointed a special ad hoc Committee on Funding, 
composed of Professors Smyth, Pardo, and Haar, at the October meeting. 
Despite the very real constraints of the budget, both the Manuscript and 
Research Fund Committees were able to make significant purchases once again 
in the course of the year. At the November meeting, the Board saw the 
preservation film, “Slow Fires,” and at the January meeting, Vice-Chancellor 
Gary Evans presented his views on the Library’s participation in the Bicenten- 
nial fund-raising effort. As always, the Board rendered invaluable advice and 
guidance during the year on matters of policy and relations with the University 
community. 
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Once again, it has been possible just to give a sampling of the many 
services and examples of individual creativity which the staff provided this 
year. In the face of several adversities, they have continued to improve the 
Library’s support of instruction and research remarkably. It is regrettable that 
this report cannot convey the full impact of each of these contributions, but this 
year, as in the past, itis clear that the Library’s greatestresource is the informed, 
concerned people who work in it.

The Lassiter Papers were transferred in July, 
1987, from the School of Journalism; they relate to litigation activities 
on behalf of the Press Association and its members.

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Annual Report of the University Library 
for the Fiscal Year 1988-89 
November 1, 1989 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


The approach of the century’s last decade and a generational surge in 
new technology for information combined this year to produce arash of papers 
and presentations on the future of libraries. The phrase “the Year 2000” and 
the word “Future” appeared in titles with understandable if deadening fre- 
quency. The resultant literature is highly useful to today’s librarians and at this 
point has outlined fairly well the new technology’s possible impact on 
everyone working primarily with information. It is clear that revolutions in 
telecommunications and document delivery will undergird a system of work- 
stations that will integrate virtually all forms of information now used by 
scholars. The impact of all this on humans and organizations may well be the 
next phase of serious study in librarianship. 


These circumstances have led rather naturally to a new emphasis on 
planning in libraries. Several major libraries, including the Library of Con- 
gress, have produced long-range plans or have taken a selective look at their 
futures, while others are in the process of doing so. The study of libraries’ future 
organizations has already begun, with some very interesting results, and un- 
doubtedly will produce usable responses to changed circumstances in due 
course. Among all the others, one major issue requires an answer: what sort of 
investment in information are the institutions, indeed is the society, prepared 
to make? Competition for that investment between the library and the 
individual scholars may weil arise, and it behooves librarians to examine 
libraries’ capabilities in this new environment. The planning process is ideal 
for that examination. 


PLANNING 


The University Library has had a Planning Council since the early 
1970’s. It was this group that created the first long-range plan in 1974 that led 
to Davis Library’s construction. Eighteen months ago, they received a charge 
to create another plan addressing the issues above as well as other related ones. 
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Under the conscientious and even-handed leadership of Janet Flowers, Acqui- 
sitions Librarian, the subcommittee of the Council charged with collecting the 
data for the plan has made great progress. The entire staff has had the 
- Opportunity to identify the Library’s strengths and weaknesses and to submit 
ideas on its future. In the course of these efforts, it has become apparent how 
large the assignment is, and the Council now plans to use this initial effort to 
suggest re-directions—another popular word these days—rather than a formal 
plan. 





This examination of possible futures fits in nicely with another major 
effort: the celebration of the University’s Bicentennial. This celebration 
officially began July 1, 1989, and runs to 1995, the period between the 
institution’s charter and the enrollment of the first student two hundred years 
ago. Part of the celebration will be a fund drive to put the University on a better 
footing financially. The Library has a target amount and hopes to create a 
Bicentennial Endowment to meet its varied uncovered needs. 


COLLECTIONS 


Nowhere are those deficits more apparent or more hurtful than in the 
printed collections. The Acquisitions Department received 44,669 items this 
past year as compared with 81,733 items as recently as 1985/86. The number 
of monographs annually purchased has fallen by 44.4% in those same three 
years, eroded by inflation, especially in serials prices; the dollar’s weakened 
purchasing power; and steady state budgeting. The Library no longer budgets 
for new journals, and the budget for monographs has fallen 35.8% since 1986/ 
87. 


The Provost’s Office did what it could from discretionary funds to meet 
the crisis, but the resources available were understandably slight compared to 
the need. The year began badly with a clearly inadequate book budget, but in 
January, the Library suddenly lost three vacant positions and had to revert 
$75,000. In the last quarter of the year, it suffered a further loss when the State 
reduced its allocation to the University for outstanding bills. Initially it ap- 
peared that the Library would lose another $300,000, and consequently, it was 
necessary to suspend interlibrary lending services, online searching services, 
long distance telephoning, staff travel, interviews of candidates for jobs, and 
orders for books, supplies/equipment, and printing, to reduce expenditures in 
that amount. The informed concern of the Provost’s Office was again 
invaluable, for it saw to it that book orders in process were among the first paid 
when funds were partially restored, avoiding devastating inroads into the next 
year’s budget. That support ultimately reduced the additional loss to $42,000. 
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This persistent decline in the budget’s ability to cover our responsibili- 
ties coincides with the new costs for preservation and new technology. The 
result is that the Library, which has not had a budgetary request funded in the 
last two biennia, continues to live off its infrastructure and, of necessity, to fail 
to meet the University’s needs for information by ever-widening margins. 
Today as never before, it takes money to acquire information, the lifeblood of 
auniversity. Ironically, at the very time when the industrial world is recogniz- 
ing that we now live in an “information age” and that information is acommod- 
ity with a significant value, the Library’s budget has ceased to grow and its 
funding has suffered substantial reversions in three of the last four years. 


The timing of this lack of financial support is particularly unfortunate. 
Political events on the world scene, especially in the Soviet Union and China, 
have created new opportunities and conditions to which the Library has been 
unable to respond adequately. The expansion of information in electronic for- 
mats now enables research libraries to inform their communities as never 
before, placing before their students and faculties an unprecedented wealth of 
data. The Library’s ability to participate in these new riches falls far short of 
what it should be. It now acquires only basic materials within its collecting 
scope and no longer collects in the depth characteristic of a major research 


library. 


Neither the University Administration, the faculty, nor the Library staff 
have accepted these conditions passively. The General Administration was 
very sensitive to the problem and supportive of requests to overcome it. The 
Provost’s Office, the source of the single addition to the book funds last year, 
was equally so; and the faculty, led by the Library’s Administrative Board, 
made special efforts to gain recognition of the book budget’s dire condition. 
For example, they cooperated thoroughly in the arduous tasks imposed by the 
staff’s campaign to identify titles to cancel in the amount of 10% of the entire 
serials bill and, as an expression of support, joined the Friends of the Library 
in unprecedented numbers. 


Previous reports have made the point that the imperative to cover 
continuing commitments and thus the necessity of shifting funds from mono- 
graphic purchases to serials subscriptions, in gross terms, has supported the 
sciences at the expense of the humanities. It is clear that if this trend continues 
unchecked, research collections throughout the country will become distorted. 
Local reviews of serials for cancelation have been continuous since 1980, but 
the staff has never made such a large effort in so concentrated a period. In past 
years, the policy was to encourage cancelations by returning 80% of the price 
of each journal dropped to the academic department for new subscriptions. 
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Pressure on the budget has now required that only 50% of the cost be returned 
to the department henceforth. 


Serials cancelations involve masses of detail work and the full coopera- 
tion of all parties. Unfortunately, even this demanding palliative only frees 
previously committed funds and thus further diminishes library resources, and 
all this effort creates savings equal to only one year’s inflation. Nevertheless, 
this recourse is the sole one available, and to that same end, the Library is 
involved in cooperative cancelation projects both in the Triangle and in the 
Southeast. 


The Special Collections, largely supported by endowments and private 
funds, did not suffer to the same degree as the rest of the Library system. 
Indeed, in some special areas, the collections in Wilson Library gained new 
Strengths, especially in the North Carolina Collection. Through the good 
offices of Mr. Gilliam Wood, the present tenant of the Hayes Plantation at 
Edenton, the Curator H. G. Jones and his staff transferred the plantation's 
library to Chapel Hillin January. The Library, with the aid of the Chancellor’s 
office and of Trent Ragland, a long time friend of Mr. Wood, had built a replica 
of the octagonal library at Hayes. Both the collection and the room will be 
distinct additions to the North Carolina Collection Gallery. 


That gallery, under the leadership of Keeper Neil Fulghum, has already 
been a center of attention on several public occasions. The Archivist of the 
United States, Dr. Don W. Watson, became its first visitor when it opened on 
December 12 for a “preview.” Problems with display cases, an obvious 
essential with any gallery, caused a delay in the formal opening, but it is 
expected that the gallery will reach full operations in the next year. The goal 
is to make the Gallery a center for North Carolina citizens interested in the 
State’s history and traditions through displays of artifacts held by the North 
Carolina Collection. 


Statistics for the recently established preservation program once again 
revealed steady if limited growth. 603 titles were searched, and 310 were 
filmed, fora51.5% hitrate. The titles included several large sets, among them: 
Las Provincias, diaro de Valencia: almanaque para el ano 1866- ,Vols. 1-27, 
1880-1906; Georgia Railroad Commission Annual Reports, 1887-1933/34; 
and Marcelina Menendez y Pelayo, Estudios de critica literaria, 1907-1920, 
vols. 1-5. The Interlibrary Loan staff and the Circulation staff have now joined 
the bibliographers in identifying items for preservation. It is interesting to note 
that in addition to the microfilming, over 13% of the replacements were reprints 
and two titles were microfilmed copies from other libraries. The Preservation 
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Committee, which oversees this program, decided to finish its in-house plan for 
preservation, instead of beginning again with a plan which other organizations 
had already developed. To that end, the Committee revised the Disaster Plan 
created earlier and ordered the supplies required by it. A Wei T’o freeze dryer, 
amost valuable tool in any disaster, arrived as one of the final aspects of Wilson 
Library’s renovation. 


Jan Paris joined the staff as the Conservator in August and began to have 
an immediate impact. She operates the Wei T’o machine and made many 
contributions to the revised Disaster Plan. In addition, she has been able to 
make considerable progress in equipping the Conservation Laboratory and has 
used those facilities to provide limited treatment to a large number of volumes, 
chiefly in the Rare Book Collection but including items from the Sloane Art 
Library, the Music Library, the Manuscripts Department, and the North 
Carolina Collection. She is making a survey of the Rare Book Collection to 
determine conservation needs there. Although attached primarily to that 
Collection, Ms. Paris was appointed to serve as a resource to the entire library 
system. As indicated above, she has filled that role admirably and soon will be 
in a position to expand her contribution to all units of the Library. 


The year witnessed a record number of transfers of titles within the 
system, in compliance with a procedure worked out last year. The procedure 
reflects the policy established by the Chancellor at the time the funding for 
Davis Library was under examination by State officials in 1974. Itis based on 
use of the Wilson Stack Addition to free space for lesser used materials in the 
departmental libraries to avoid further library construction in each of those 
locations at later dates. This year the departmental libraries and the Catalog 
Department worked together to transfer 13,470 volumes. Both groups are to 
be congratulated because transfers, which involve elaborate record changes, 
take as much time as the cataloging of new books. 


Book acquisitions this year included the usual number of special 
purchases and gifts. Among the purchases were a collection of 34 late 18th and 
early 19th century opera arias in manuscript, complete with their accompany- 
ing orchestral parts; a rare copy of Christian Reid’s 1907 novel Vera’ s Charge; 
eight scarce novels by Charlotte textile publicist Ethel Thomas; Oronce Fine, 
Protomathesis (Paris, G. Morrhe, 1532); Medailles sur les principaux evene- 
ments du regne de Louis le Grand (Paris, Inprimerie Royale, 1702); and a first 
edition of Oliver Goldsmith’s Deserted Village (London, W. Griffin, 1770). 
Among the gifts were a scrapbook compiled by John Frederick Foard (1827- 
1909), presented by Mary Lily Foard Shaw; the Eric Gill edition of Chaucer’s 
Canterbury Tales (Waltham Saint Lawrence, Berkshire, Golden Cockerell 
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Press, 1929), purchased with funds donated by Mrs. Beatrice Mayer; Charles 
Edward Eaton, prize winning North Carolina poet, made substantial additions 
to his papers; Jane Ross Hammer gave additions to the papers of her family; 
Philip Gibbon Hammer, urban economist and urban planner, donated his 
papers; Jennifer Lowenstein Littlefield made substantial additions to the Allard 
K. Lowenstein papers; and Archie Green, folklorist of working class culture, 
donated papers, recordings, and other materials to the Southern Folklife 
Collection and the Rare Book Collection. A list of selected gifts and outstand- 
ing purchases appears at the end of this report. 


TECHNOLOGY 


The budget for hardware and software for accessing and processing 
information is second in priority only to the book budget. The shortfall 
experienced in it, similarly, poses almost as large a problem as the deficit for 
materials. It was possible to fund only 25% of the technology requested for staff 
use and 50% of that requested for public use. A static budget combined with 
the steady growth of the online catalog is largely responsible for this condition, 
which is all the more damaging because additional automation could provide 
badly needed relief to an overworked staff. 


This year the catalog added fifteen more terminals, including seven new 
locations; upgraded an older processor; increased the memory in the four 
processors; and significantly increased the disk storage and communications 
ports. The community, given its size and the present state of the system’s 
development, uses the catalog heavily, averaging around 21,000 transactions 
a day at this point. Similarly, the electronic information systems in the 
Reference Departments receive heavy use. In the Business Administration/ 
Social Sciences Reference Department’s self-service searches alone, users 
conducted 9,070 searches, a 63.8% increase over last year. In fact, this year’s 
level represented a 1,326% increase over the first six months of operations two 
years ago, and the Humanities Reference Department this year added another 
3,439 CD-ROM searches. Obviously, this and other forms of electronic 
information are major and growing sources of data for the University commu- 
nity. Yet, like the shortfalls for printed material, budgetary constraints allowed 
the Library to purchase slightly less than half of the sources considered for 
acquisition. 


On the brighter side, the staff continued to find innovative and creative 
applications of technology for the benefit of patrons. Willy Owen, Computer 
Systems Administrator, and Walter Stine, his graduate assistant, have begun 
the creation of a network of CD-ROMs under a grant from Novell. They will 
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expand both the offerings and the microstations in the months ahead, and 
eventually this material will be available anywhere reached by the campus 
broadband network. The Botany Library staff automated a study of journal use 
that they had been conducting for several years, Mr. Stine is developing a 
computer program to make interlibrary lending billing more efficient, and Mr. 
Owen continues to provide programs that each year improve the management 
of data on services and salaries. 


The local area network (LAN) developed under the direction of the 
Southern Historical Collection’s Technical Services Curator Tim West to 
provide computerized finding devices for manuscripts still awaits funding, but 
itis hoped that operations will begin this year. Development continued on the 
microcomputer version of the conspectus for the North American Collections 
Inventory Project. Collection Development staff demonstrated the program at 
both the mid-winter and summer American Library Association conferences 
and got a highly positive response. Field tests at eight sites distributed from 
California to Harvard have produced some helpful suggestions, which the staff 
are now studying. And in yet another application of technology, the use of the 
telefacsimile for interlibrary lending in the Triangle, now largely confined to 
rush orders, continued to grow. Staff transmitted 1,160 documents or 6,629 
pages, the vast majority of which was resource sharing. 


SERVICES 


The section above on technology once again reveals a growing ten- 
dency for library patrons to engage self-service devices wherever possible, 
while statistics for the same subject areas reveal that staff assisted computer 
searches are declining. Nevertheless, traditional staff services continue to 
increase. BA/SS answered over 89,000 questions, a 20.5% increase, while the 
Humanities Reference Department handled over 56,000 questions—often 
complex and lengthy—for a 5.7% increase. Interestingly, some of this increase 
seems attributable to the added need for assistance created by the presence of 
compact disks. Other traditional services also owed increases to the new 
technology. It is fairly clear that recent networking of various sorts accounts 
for the startling increases in resource sharing. Interlibrary loans once again 
grew significantly, despite the suspension of service from April 18 to May 16. 
Borrowing requests numbered 5,201, an increase of 21.7%. Requests sent and 
filled were up 17.8%, and in the last two years, each category in the Borrowing 
statistics increased in a range from 58% to slightly more than 63% (perhaps 
reflecting the sustained decline in local acquisitions as well). On the Lending 
side, there were 34,185 incoming requests, and the total number of loans and 
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copies provided was up 10%. In fact, the Lending Office was recognized as the 
19th largest lender among the thousands of libraries using the OCLC (Online 
Computer Library Center) system. 


The trend to increased demand for reference service was widespread: 
the Microforms Section reported a 33% increase; Botany, 28%; Zoology, 48%; 
and Geology, 16%. The Music Library experienced roughly a 14% increase in 
interlibrary loans and through the cooperation of the Humanities Reference 
Department, the home of the Interlibrary Loan Section, arranged to accept 
requests for such loans directly at the Music Library. The Art Library had a 
13% increase in circulation. The Library Science Library, which served as a 
test site for OCLC’s EPIC online reference system, increased its circulation by 
17% and its reference services by 31%. The Maps Collection continued its 
processing of the 74,000 maps transferred from the Geology Library when the 
Wilson Library’s renovation permitted their accommodation. 


The Rare Book Collection, with the indispensable aid of the Lurcy 
Foundation, completed the cataloging of its collection of Mazarinades and by 
the end of the year had cataloged 85% of the Ticknor and Fields collection. 
Patrons of the Manuscripts Department increased by 22%, and use of the 
collections rose by 23%. The Southern Folklife Collection, in its first year as 
an official unit of the Library, reorganized its 78 rpm collection to make 14,000 
recordings accessible by artist, song title, and record company entries, and 
placed finding aids at the reference desk to enable patrons to conduct their own 
searches of 78s, 45s, LPs, and field recordings. The Skaggs Foundation 
awarded the Collection a grant to support the describing of 2,000 additional re- 
cordings. At year’s end, the Manuscripts Department was anxiously awaiting 
word on a proposal to the National Endowment for the Humanities that could 
render invaluable aid by funding the restoration of some of the earliest 
manuscripts acquired by the Southern Historical Collection and processed by 
WPA workers in the 1930’s. 


Bibliographic and electronic instruction continued to be an increasingly 
important aspect of public services. In BA/SS Reference and in Microforms, 
staff conducted 269 instructional sessions and tours—an increase of nearly 
54%—and almost half of them had a computer demonstration of one sort or 
another. In Humanities Reference, lectures and classes increased 26.8%. That 
department also added a master classroom dial-up introduction to the online 
catalog as well as demonstrations of CD-ROM products. BA/SS conducted 81 
LaRCs ona wide variety of topics and discovered both a growing interest in da- 
tabase searching and greater emphasis on foreign and international topics. This 
last may well reflect the events in China and Eastern Europe, mentioned in 
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connection with the budgetary problems. Humanities Reference conducted 30 
LaRCs. The Undergraduate Library scheduled roughly 900 Term Paper 
Consultations and conducted 203 instructional sessions, which reached 5,157 
students. The science departmental libraries provided 94 tours for 284 patrons. 
Wilson Library, in its new finery, had between nine and ten thousand visitors 
in addition to its scholarly patrons. 


The increased productivity in cataloging resulting from reorganization 
in January, 1988, continued this year. In 1988/89, the Cataloging staff entered 
78,641 current records and 59,096 retrospective records into the online 
catalog’s database. The one positive aspect of the precipitous decline in mono- 
graphic purchases is that it frees staff for work on the cataloging backlog, which 
has shrunk by over 25,000 volumes in the past eighteen months. At this point, 
55.8% of the titles held by the Library are in the online catalog, and early in the 
new fiscal year, the milestone of 1,000,000 records should be reached. The 
Catalog Management Section, under the able direction of Sue Pierson since 
February 1989, continued the demanding task of maintaining both the card and 
online catalogs. Ms. Pierson’s unit is making a concerted effort to upgrade the 
quality of records in the online catalog and to train staff throughout the Library 
in the technical maintenance of the online database in preparation for the 
closing of the card catalogs. 


Wilson Library, after its renovation, assumed its rightful place in the 
Library’s services. It was the site on University Day of a display of the 
University’s charter, a loan requested from the Secretary of State’s office by the 
senior class. The Assembly Room, an addition resulting from the renovation, 
was the site of several notable gatherings during the year: Parents’ weekend in 
September, a visit by the Sir Walter Club, Carolina Today, the Living Legends, 
and an alumni open house in May. Another attraction was the new Gallery in 
the North Carolina Collection, discussed earlier. The Collection now has an 
appropriately equipped space for the exhibit of artifacts and graphics signifi- 
cant in North Carolina history. It is clear that this facility will be a strong 
drawing card in the course of the Bicentennial celebration and will continue for 
years to come to provide an instructive and dramatic approach to the State’s 
history for its citizens. 


Wilson’s most notable event of the year was the “Sounds of the South” 
conference from April 6 to April 8, celebrating the opening of the Southern 
Folklife Collection. Jointly sponsored by the Manuscripts Department, the 
Curriculum in Folklore of the University, and the Folklife Section of the North 
Carolina Arts Council, the conference allowed an audience of 200 attendees an 
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opportunity to explore the history and future of collecting Southern traditional 
music. It is clear that with appropriate growth and enrichment, the local 
collection will soon become a national resource. 


STAFF 


The staff can look with no little pride at its national contribution to the 
effort to bring serials’ prices toa manageable level. In October, the Library co- 
sponsored with the Society for Scholarly Publishing a Seminar on the Future 
of the Scholarly Journal, which was repeated in April at Lake Arrowhead, 
California. A third session is planned for the Spring of 1990, again in Califor- 
nia. The Library’s Technical Services staff conceived and designed the 
original seminar, which may become a fixture among SSP programs. Marcia 
Tuttle, Serials Librarian, in addition to playing a central role in the seminar’s 
creation, continues to contribute to the examination of serials pricing through 
her writing, editing, and speaking in international forums. 


The staff also made substantial contributions through service in na- 
tional professional organizations. Joe A. Hewitt, Associate University Librar- 
ian for Technical Services, chaired the American Library Association’s Steer- 
ing Committee of the Library Research Roundtable and continued as a member 
of OCLC’s Oxford Advisory Committee. Janet Flowers, Acquisitions Librar- 
ian, served on ALA’s Task Force on Out of Print and on the Joint Committee 
of the Resources and Technical Services Division and the American Associa- 
tion of Publishers. David Gleim, Head of Monographic Cataloging, was on 
RTSD’s Publication Committee, and Rodger Harris, Head of Cataloging, was 
on the Library Administration and Management Association’s National Data 
Collection and Use Committee in ALA. Elizabeth Laney, Library Science 
Librarian, was chair of the Librarians of Library Science Collections Round 
Table of ALA’s Association of College and Research Libraries. Philip Rees, 
Art Librarian, served on the Executive Committee of the Art Library Society’s 
Southeast Chapter. Luke Swindler, Social Sciences Bibliographer, collabo- 
rated with Patricia Dominguez, English Language Bibliographer, to demon- 
strate the microcomputer program for the North American Collections Inven- 
tory Program at the midwinter meeting of the American Library Association 
and with John Rutledge, Western European Bibliographer, in a presentation on 
the Center for Research Libraries at the Association of College and Research 
Libraries’ conference in Cincinnati in March. Edward Martinique, East Asian 
Bibliographer, chaired the Subcommittee on Publications of the Association of 
Asian Studies’ Committee on East Asian Librarians’ Task Force for Annual 
Review and Survey of Library Resources. Rafael Coutin, Latin American 
Cataloger, was a member at large of the Executive Board of the Seminar on the 
Acquisitions of Latin American Library Materials. 
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Janet Flowers of the Acquisitions Department and Cindy Adams of the 
Humanities Reference Department served on the Faculty Council of the 
University. Larry Alford, Assistant University Librarian for Planning and 
Finance, served on the Faculty Council and chaired LAMA’s Buildings for 
College and University Libraries Committee. Karen Seibert, Associate Uni- 
versity Librarian for Public Services, chaired ACRL’s University Libraries 
Section and served on the Academic/Research Librarian of the Year Award 
Committee. Melissa Cain, Head of Humanities Reference, served as Past Chair 
of ACRL’s English and American Literature Discussion Group and on the 
Professional Liaison Committee and the BIS (Bibliographic Instruction Sec- 
tion) Continuing Education Committee. Ridley Kessler, Documents Librarian, 
served on the Awards Committee of the Government Documents Round Table 
(GODORT) and as Chair-Elect of the Depository Library Council and chaired 
that organization’s Superseded Documents Committee. Miriam Sheaves, 
Geology Librarian, finished up a term as Secretary of the Geoscience Informa- 
tion Society, served on the Society’s Nominating Committee and continued her 
service on the national GeoRef Advisory Committee. William Ilgen, Latin 
American and Iberian Bibliographer, chaired SALALM’s Library/Bookdealer/ 
Publisher Subcommittee and served on its Task Force on Standards for Latin 
American Collections. Nadia Zilper, Slavic Bibliographer, served on the 
Interuniversity Working Committee on Expansion of Exchange Programs at 
the American Universities with Eastern Europe. 


The Librarian's Association of the University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill held their annual conference on March 13th. The theme was "The 
Research Library: Mission and Reality." 145 attendees heard addresses by 
Kathleen Molz, professor in the School of Library Science at Columbia 
University, and Sharon Hogan, Director of Libraries at Louisiana State 
University. In addition, a panel consisting of James Haar, William Rand 
Kenan, Jr. Professor of Music; John Reed, Jr., Professor of Sociology; and 
Gerry Oxford, Professor of Physiology; at the University discussed the issues 
raised in the earlier presentations. 


As usual, a number of changes in the staff occurred. The addition of Ms. 
Paris has already been mentioned. On June 1, Linda Drake became Planning 
Librarian, replacing Charlotte Slocum, who resigned to take another position. 
On May 1, Charles McNamara, Rare Book Curator, began a three month leave 
to participate in an international bibliographic project in England and France. 
Ms. Roberta Engleman, Assistant Curator, was in charge of the Collection in 
Dr. McNamara’s absence. Following a fourteen months’ vacancy, David 
Moltke-Hansen, former Director of the South Carolina Historical Society, 
arrived on January 1, 1989, to become Curator of the Manuscript Department 
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and Director of the Southern Historical Collection. The Library is deeply in- 
debted to Dr. Richard Shrader, who faithfully served as Acting Curator of 
Manuscripts for fourteen months before Mr. Moltke-Hansen’s arrival, and Ms. 
Betty Geer, who for the second time served as Acting Planning Librarian before 
Ms. Drake’s arrival. On November 1, Lula Avent joined the North Carolina 
Collection as a cataloger. In the Music Library, Eleanor Kinnard, an alumna 
of the Music Department, resigned at the end of the year to attend law school 
at North Carolina Central University. 


In the Cataloging Department, Susan Wood transferred to TRLN as 
Systems Librarian, and Frieda Rosenberg became Head of Serials Cataloging, 
succeeding Nancy White, who retired last year. The Business Administration/ 
Social Science Reference Department suffered several losses, as longtime staff 
members wenton to other opportunities. Ellen Sutton had resigned to move out 
of the State at the very end of the previous year, and in July, Margaret Jackson 
replaced her as Social Science Reference Librarian. Carson Holloway resigned 
in February to join Ebsco, the commercial periodical agent, and Donna Cornick 
assumed his duties as head of the Machine Readable Data Files Center. In May, 
Pat Langelier resigned as State and International Documents Librarian to 
become Librarian of the Institute of Government. As always, the Library was 
deeply indebted to those staff members, both professional and paraprofes- 
sional, who generously filled in, often covering two positions, while new 
appointments were being made. Without this good-spirited cooperation for the 
sake of the organization, it would be impossible for small units to operate 
during such periods of transition. 


It is likely that technology will have a permanent effect on personnel 
organization and management. One obvious effect already is that paraprofes- 
sional personnel are now responsible for tasks that until recently were consid- 
ered professional, and in instances, as a result of these duties, they are acquiring 
more technological expertise than some professionals with assignments to 
more traditional areas. This phenomenon became apparent this year when the 
Library adopted the microcomputer “guru” system in an effort to relieve the 
Computer Systems Administrator, Willy Owen, of some of the burden of 
helping departmental staffs with minor problems. Now every unit in the 
Library system has a “guru,” and the vast majority of them are paraprofession- 
als. 


DEPARTMENTAL LIBRARIES 


The nine departmental libraries, listed by name in the statistical section 
following this report, are an integral and vital part of the Academic Affairs 
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Library system. They are always included in the discussion of services, 
collections, and staff, but periodically, in addition, it is appropriate to have a 
special section on these units where so much of the instruction and research on 
campus takes place. Readers of this report should be aware that it is often 
difficult to integrate the many activities of these libraries into the affairs of the 
larger libraries at the center of the campus and that the staffs of all these units 
are constantly sensitive to that difficulty. 


As in most research library systems, the departmental libraries share 
common experiences not shared by the larger libraries, such as the relentless 
need for more space and the equally relentless task of transferring materials to 
the Wilson Stack addition. On the positive side, the scale of operations permit 
them to provide services like the distribution of table of contents to their 
individual faculty members, based on a previously established profile of 
interests. The responsibility for their space and equipment lies with the 
academic department that each library serves, but the responses vary widely. 
The Music Department, the Chemistry Department, the Geology Department, 
and the several departments attached to the Brauer Library deserve special 
mention for this support in recent years. The new technology is overcoming 
distances and barriers to some degree and unifying the system more, but it is 
important for the University community to be aware of the vital role the 
departmental libraries play in the system. 


TRIANGLE RESEARCH LIBRARIES NETWORK 


Patrick Mullin, UNC Systems Librarian, assumed the duties of Interim 
Director of TRLN at the end of August, following the resignation of Jeanne 
Sawyer, Executive Director, effective August 31, 1988. In November, the 
Network distributed a report on the overlap among the three databases which 
revealed that only 6.7% of the distinct titles were duplicated in all three 
databases. In December, the combined database of the three libraries reached 
the two million title mark. All three completed specifications for the conver- 
sion of serials microfiche records to a format which can be loaded into the 
online catalog. The major focus during the year was the work on the Circulation 
Control Subsystem, which began its field test at North Carolina State Univer- 
sity in June. In March, the Executive Committee decided that TRLN should not 
pursue local development of an acquisitions and serials control system. In June, 
the Systems Study Committee, having examined a number of systems includ- 
ing the CARL and the Perline systems, recommended the purchase of Inno- 
vacq. The Academic Affairs Library will pursue the purchase of this vendor- 
supplied system in the coming year. 
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FRIENDS OF THE LIBRARY 


The annual dinner of the Friends of the Library was April 5th and 
featured a lecture by William E, Leuchtenberg, William Rand Kenan, Jr., 
Professor of History, whose topic was “Franklin D. Roosevelt: His Place in 
History and His Legacy.” PresidentJ. D. Eyre presided over the dinner meeting 
as well as the business meeting preceding it. He introduced the new Wilson 
Library Fellows: Mr. and Mrs. William Harrison for a gift to establish a named 
endowment for the Library; Mrs. Donna Bryan Hennessee, who gave a gift 
honoring a group of professors who taught her as an undergraduate; Mrs. James 
R. Caldwell for a fund honoring her husband, a longtime member of the History 
Department; and Mrs. Bowman Gray III for a gift to the University Library 
Endowment. 


The Board of Directors met twice during the academic year, first on 
September 14 and in the spring on April 13th. At the first meeting, University 
Bibliographer John Shipman discussed the budgetary shortfall and collecting 
procedures that might alleviate its impact. In April, Jan Paris, the Library’s 
Conservator, discussed the program in conservation that she was establishing. 
In addition, Marcella Grendler, Associate University Librarian for Special 
Collections; Karen Seibert, Associate University Librarian for Public Services; 
and David Moltke-Hansen, the new Curator of the Manuscripts Department 
and Director of the Southern Historical Collection, attended as the Board’s 
guests. 


Atits September meeting, the Board decided to expand its membership 
by eight additional Directors and appointed a committee to suggest appropriate 
candidates for the slots. The following were appointed to the Board subse- 
quently and attended the April meeting: E. Osburne Ayscue, Jr., Mrs. Paul 
Hardin, W. Winburne King III, Mrs. Graham C. Lacy, Jr., Mrs. John McNairy, 
Moyer Smith, Robert W. Spearman, and John A. J. Ward. Regrettably, one 
member of the Board, Mrs. Beatrice C. Mayer, found it necessary to resign 
because of ill health. With this expanded membership, the Board will now be 
able to organize into the necessary committees to conduct its business during 
the crucial Bicentennial celebration. 


The Friends of the Library sponsored two programs during the year. On 
November 10, novelist and short story writer Elizabeth Spencer read a story 
from her latest collection, Jack of Hearts. On March 7, Mike Casey, who 
directs the work in the Southern Folklife Collection, spoke on the holdings of 
the Collection. In addition, the Friends assisted the Rare Book Collection with 
a three-night seminar in the fall on book collecting. On September 20, Michael 
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Winship, former editor of The Bibliography of American Literature, gave the 
annual Hanes Lecture on “Ticknor and Fields: The Business of American 
Literary Publishing in the Nineteenth Century” in recognition of the Library’s 
purchase of the Ticknor and Fields collection. 


Michele Fletcher, the member of the Development Office assigned to 
the Library, worked closely with the Friends in their developmenteffort. At the 
April meeting of the Board, she reported that the Carolina Parents Association 
had allotted $23,000 to refurbishing a “Parent’s Room” in the Undergraduate 
Library. She arranged tours of Davis and Wilson Libraries for the News Bureau 
staff, who distributed several articles on a variety of Library activities this year. 
Moreover, Ms. Fletcher quickly made valuable contributions to the Library’s 
development efforts and to the planning for the Bicentennial. This additional 
help freed Ms. Frances Weaver, Executive Director of the Friends since 1982, 
to realize her desire to conclude her professional career in order to pursue 
personal interests. Accordingly, in the Spring, she resigned from the position 
as of June 30. Ms. Weaver had rendered invaluable and dedicated service to 
the Friends of the Library and had led it through its re-direction in the 1980’s. 
In recognition of her crucial role in the organization’s recent history, she was 
made an honorary Wilson Fellow at the reception given in her honor in June. 


ADMINISTRATIVE BOARD OF THE LIBRARY 


Under the leadership of Professor Edward D. Kennedy in his second 
term as chairman, the Administrative Board considered many of the problems 
already discussed in this report: the budget crisis, the cancelation of serials, 
preservation of printed materials, the closing of the card catalog, automation, 
and fundraising. The Board’s major concern, as it was in 1987-88, was the 
acquisitions budget. In his annual report to the Faculty Council, Chairman 
Kennedy stated that the quality of the Library had balanced inadequate salaries 
in the University’s attempts to attract faculty and that now this asset was 
threatened, with serious implications for the quality of teaching and research 
on campus. He expressed the general appreciation of Chancellor Hardin’s and 
Provost O’Connor’s concern about the Library as well as of the General Ad- 
ministration’s support but declared that the Library cannot afford any more lean 
years. The Library administration would like to take this opportunity to express 
its appreciation of the Administrative Board’s counsel and guidance through- 
out the year and for the Chairman’s wise and conscientious leadership during 
his two terms in office.

This report would be incomplete without an acknowledgment of the 
passing of Charlie Morrow. He was Provost of the University from 1969 until 
1984, and as such, he was the administrator to whom the University Librarian 
reported. He was a man of broad interests and keen sensibilities, a humanistic 
scientist and a responsive administrator. He was a well-trained and highly 
skilled pianist and an informed patron of libraries as well as a chemist of 
sufficient breadth and curiosity to change his specialization fairly late in his 
career after his years of service in the University administration. His interest 
in libraries led to his election to the Board of Directors of the Center for 
Research Libraries and the Chairmanship of that Board. After he left the 
Provost’s office, he continued to display that interest by leading, with his wife 
Mary, the effort that has produced an endowment of a half million dollars for 
the Library over the past three years. For this and other services, the Friends 
of the Library bestowed honorary life memberships on the Morrows in 1985. 
The Library has lost an important friend and the University a great strength.

This 
year the limitations of that support became clearer than at any time in recent 
memory despite everything officials of the University and the University 
system could do. Itis no wonder that Associate University Librarians’ reports 
to the University Librarian contained glowing statements on the staff’s inge- 
nuity and extension of themselves to compensate for the lack of material 
support, to the degree that is possible. It remains for this review of the year to 
close simply with areminder to the staff, undoubtedly superfluous, that they are 
engaged in a life of educating the young and abetting the discovery of new 
knowledge. Regardless of what priorities others may hold, there is no higher 
calling than that.

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Annual Report of the University Library 
for the Fiscal Year 1989-90 
November 1, 1990 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


For some years, it has been clear that libraries were moving from what one 
cogent computer specialist has called a “batch mode” to a “process.” The 
emphasis has shifted from acquiring and owning information to accessing and 
manipulating it. The earlier posture created a sense of permanence that had a 
number of ramifications, including an institutional belief that growth was the 
only dynamic in the financing of libraries. The card catalog could last for 
decades, if not centuries. The journals were bound and shelved, while the 
reference collection was updated by removing old editions to the stacks when 
new ones arrived. The general book collection was a permanent resource, 
except for rebinding worn volumes or replacing lost ones. 


Modern information technology is now changing all that thinking. As 
computers, networks, and digitized works assume a larger role in today’s 
libraries, it is becoming apparent that those resources must be renewed much 
as laboratories and computer centers must. Even the printed book collections, 
those mammoth embodiments of the illusion of permanence, now require large 
sums for their preservation. A rather long life cycle was mistaken for 
immortality, and one of the great ironies of library history is that this ancient, 
accrued problem gained widespread recognition just as the “silent revolution” 
of electronic technology added significant new costs to libraries’ operations. It 
is now imperative for the health of academic investigation that universities 
recognize that the funding patterns long applied to scientific equipment must 
include libraries. 


COLLECTIONS 


Additional costs for libraries arrive at an unfortunate time for those many 
universities undergoing fiscal difficulties, our own among them. For the fourth 
year in a row, the Library had no new funds for subscriptions, and the staff, 
working closely with the faculty, canceled 1,031 subscriptions during the year, 
bringing the total cancelations of journals and standing orders to more than 
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1,750 over the past five years. At the same time, Marcia Tuttle, Serials 
Librarian, compiled a database of titles costing over $200 annually as a tool for 
cooperative cancelations among the Triangle Research Libraries Network 
members. A spending freeze imposed on the book budget on January 1 
produced a reversion of $429,400 and a reduction in purchased volumes 
received to 35,910, representing a 56% decline since 1984-85. For the first 
time in living memory the Library was unable to meet its collecting responsi- 
bilities under the agreements with Duke, which date back to 1934. 


Within this context, the University did everything in its power to ease the 
impact of reduced funding. A special effort by the University Administration 
to pay the Library’s invoices, combined with a highly efficient cancelation 
operation in the Acquisitions Department, avoided any imposition of outstand- 
ing invoices on the following year’s funds. The faculty joined the Friends of 
the Library in unprecedented numbers, and a group of student leaders called 
attention to the crisis with a “Library Awareness Week” at which faculty gave 
readings and which raised $550 for acquisitions. Gifts for the collections 
reached a new high, and the Friends of the Library added significantly to the 
endowment through its book sale in March. This response from various 
elements of the community was most gratifying to the staff. Beyond question, 
the most helpful support from the community came from the Educational 
Foundation, which donated the funds that allowed the Library to keep its doors 
open in the evenings and on weekends from May to July, the period of the freeze 
on hiring student assistants. 


The staffitself went to extraordinary lengths to obtain the best value for the 
funds under its control. Exemplary collaboration between the Acquisitions and 
Collection Development Departments not only made rapid cancelations but all 
the other maneuvering necessitated by the situation possible. Bibliographers 
disciplined their natural inclination to acquire everything that might have 
research value and trimmed their collecting profiles to include only the highest 
priority material. Nadia Zilper, Soviet and Eastern European Resources 
Bibliographer, undertook a major effort to assure that the Library’s funds were 
returning full value in her area of specialization. Supported by a grant from the 
University’s Office of International Programs, Ms. Zilper, a Russian native, 
returned to the Soviet Union to negotiate with exchange partners. Her 
discussions led to a $3,500 increase in the evaluation of the materials that the 
Library has been offering in exchange for Russian materials, under the barter 
system used to avoid the transfer of currency from one party to the other. 


At the same time, Dr. William D. Ilgen, Latin American and Iberian 
Resources Bibliographer, attended a meeting of the Seminar on the Acquisition 
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of Latin American Library Materials in Rio de Janeiro, in part to improve 
relations with book dealers on whom the Library depends for its Latin 
American acquisitions. A grant from the Mellon Foundation to the Univer- 
sity’s Institute of Latin American Studics and Duke University’s Council on 
Latin American Studies supported his trip. This special emphasis on Latin 
American materials was the focus, too, of the Library’s participation in a 
cooperative National Endowment for the Humanities grant to the Southeastern 
Library Network for preservation microfilming. In all, the Library’s preserva- 
tion microfilming program, reflecting the same spirit of frugality by assuring 
the continued presence and use of past acquisitions and the renewal of the book 
collection, filmed 481 volumes. 


Although this frugality pervaded all cfforts to buildcollections, trust funds 
and gifts in the Special Collections financed some notable acquisitions. 
Undoubtedly, the most dramatic example was the purchase of Samuel Johnson’s 
London (1738) ata Sotheby’s auction in May. Successive Rare Book Curators 
had been seeking this title for 25 years to bring the Library’s Johnson holdings 
up to an international ranking. The Manuscripts Collection, primarily depend- 
ent on gifts for its growth, had the fourth largest development year in its history — 
and increased its holdings 7%. Its additions included new collections of Laura 
Riding, John Ehle, and Guion Griffin Johnson. The North Carolina Collection, 
also relying on trust funds, made several notable purchases, including Sir 
Walter Raleigh’s Aphorisms of State....1661). A list of notable gifts and 
purchases is appended to this report. 


Despite these successes, the spending freeze clearly produced many 
harmful missed opportunities. The Library was able to obtain little of the new 
publishing associated with the dramatic changes in Eastern Europe and the 
Soviet Union in the Spring of 1990. Similarly, the publications arising from the 
birth of the new European Community in 1992 and the growth of literature in 
Spain, Portugal, and Latin America as the Quincentenary of the discovery of 
the New World approaches represent other extraordinary opportunities for a 
research library that were beyond reach. It is sometimes assumed mistakenly 
thata library can always obtain materials later when it has failed to acquire them 
as they first appeared. Experience shows that the proper assumption is that 
material missed at the time of publication probably will never be acquired. 


SERVICES 
The limitations on hiring students exacerbated the usual problems with 
re—shelving books and reduced shelf-reading, long a source of pride for the 


staff, by 93%, significantly increasing thc time spent in locating titles. Indeed, 
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all services took more time, with restrictions on staff and tools that necessitated 
searching printed volumes instead of online searching and scheduled receipt of 
long distance telephone calls. As luck would have it, space shortages, 
especially in the departmental libraries, required immediate action, so that 
quantities of staff time had to go into the selecting, handling, and recordkeeping 
on the materials making up the 6,063 volumes transferred into the Wilson Stack 
Addition from all units in the library system. Nevertheless, circulation 
increased by nearly 5% in Davis Library and was up almost as much in every 
other unit in the system. Even more dramatic increases occurred in interlibrary 
loans, with lending requests up 12% and items lent up 6%, for an increase of 
58% since 1985. But borrowing, perhaps reflecting the acquisitions budget’s 
deterioration in recent years, has increased 94% over the same period. 


It is clear that, quite independent of local circumstances, CD-ROM is 
becoming a predominant format for electronic information, as this report 
suggested it would in 1986/87. The Business Administration and Social 
Sciences Reference Department, with a long established service for accessing 
this material, experienced a 10% increase and the Humanities Reference 
Department, with a more recent introduction of the service, a 66% increase in 
use. Concomitantly, use of other avenues of accessing electronic information 
declined as use of CD-ROMs rose. Mediated searching was 23.6% less in 
BA/SS and 75% less in Humanities, while the use of Machine Readable Data 
Files decreased by 24%. The House Undergraduate Library began a highly suc- 
cessful program to circulate videos, along with audio books and CDs, and 
experienced a 12% reduction in use of reserve books and a 6% decline in the 
general circulation of books. 


These shifts in use simply underline the importance of informed planning, 
a major activity of the staff during the year. Led by Chair Janet Flowers, the 
Committee on Long Range Planning of the Planning Council created two 
documents based on surveys of staff opinion: “Strengths, Weaknesses, Oppor- 
tunities, and Threats” and “Ideas for the Future.” Together, they contain an 
agenda that would serve the Library productively for years to come. Momen- 
tum slowed somewhat after January, when Ms. Flowers became Acting 
Associate University Librarian for Technical Services. Upon returning to her 
normal regimen, she and the Committee concluded that rather than writing a 
formal plan, they would produce a document that identified the “direction for 
future development.” As it happened, this approach was consistent with 
campus-wide planning, as described in the Chancellor’s “Call to Plan,” 
distributed late in the year. At the same time, the directors of the Law and 
Health Sciences Libraries joined the University Librarian in an effort to 
coordinate plans for all three libraries to assure adequate library service across 
the campus. 
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As with the Collections, the staff managed several triumphs relating to 
services in the midst of all the gloom. On September 21, a staff reception 
marked the addition of the one millionth record to the online catalog. The 
Undergraduate Library was able to open a renovated Parents’ Room in time for 
the Parents’ Council to see it at their April meeting. In June, the Federal 
Depository Documents Collection got a very rare rating of “excellent” in the 
eight categories of evaluation. The Student Stores management of photocopy- 
ing, with its emphasis on service and the installation of new “booksaver” 
machines, completely overhauled that operation. The Conservation Lab under 
Conservator Jan Paris began full operations in November and in this, its second, 
year, more than doubled its productivity and began to make significant 
headway against the Library’s many conservation problems. A most welcome 
grant from the L. J. and Mary C. Skaggs Foundation enabled the Folklife 
Collection to provide, among other things, over 27 access points to each of 
more than 4,200 LP’s and field tapes, listening equipment for cassettes, and 
video equipment for processing video recordings and for public viewing. The 
North Carolina Collection Gallery officially opened on November 17, with the 
Hayes Library replication the highlight of the opening. The books in the 
library, on loan from Gilliam Wood, belonged to James Cathcart Johnson, the 
original owner of the Hayes Plantation. The Manuscripts Department, in 
addition to serving 40% more researchers than in any previous year in its 
history, started a major preservation project in January with the aid of a grant 
from the National Endowment for the Humanities that will ultimately rehouse 
3,200 manuscripts acquired before 1980 in acid—free folders and boxes, under 
the direction of Project Archivist Eileen Parris. The University Archives 
finished processing the papers of former President William C. Friday, docu- 
menting thirty years of University history. 


STAFF 


On February 20, as a part of a general spending freeze, the University 
Administration informed the Library that all vacated positions would remain 
vacant until further notice. By the end of the fiscal year, the Library had lost 
five positions permanently, had nineteen vacancies, and faced an extension of 
the freeze for an indefinite period. The University’s traditional practice of 
accommodating personnel reductions through attrition to avoid lay—offs re- 
sulted in some unfortunate clusters of resignations: the Undergraduate Library 
had three in crucial positions, the Circulation Department had five, Cataloging 
had six, and the Acquisitions Department, with a total staff of twenty, also had 
six, making the canceling of orders and the processing of receipts inordinately 
difficult. Unfortunately, these problems coincided with the State’s introduc- 
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tion of a new evaluation procedure for classified personnel, which consumed 
enormous amounts of time for supervisors and supervisees alike. The com- 
bined impact of these two major demands placed middle management under the 
greatest stress that they had experienced in their careers at the Library. 


Even before the hiring freeze went into effect, the Library lost two 
longtime members when Mary Cargill, who had worked in the Library at 
various times since the 1950’s and in the Serials Cataloging Section steadily 
since 1976, retired on December 23, and John Darling, Assistant Biology 
Librarian, resigned at the end of February, after a long illness. Joan Parsons 
succeeded Mr. Darling under special dispensation, becoming Acting Assistant 
Biology Librarian for the rest of the year. Douglas Stewart joined the staff as 
a serials cataloger. Each of the two reference departments added two new 
librarians in the Fall: Elaine Mangrum as Microcomputer Reference Services 
Librarian and Mike Van Fossen as State and International Documents Librar- 
ian in the Business Administration/Social Sciences Reference Department and 
Timothy Bucknall as Coordinator for Electronic Information Services and 
Robert Dalton as Coordinator of Collection Development in the Humanities 
Reference Department. With a grant from the Council on Library Resources, 
Joe A. Hewitt, Associate University Librarian for Technical Services, took 
leave during the Spring semester to examine reorganizations that have occurred 
in other research libraries as aresult of technological innovations. As indicated 
earlier, Janet Flowers, head of the Acquisitions Department, temporarily 
replaced him, adding his responsibilities to her others, during his absence. 


As usual, the staff accumulated an impressive array of honors and 
attainments. Unfortunately, limits on the length of this report require that it list 
only those on the national level. Dr. Hewitt served on OCLC’s Oxford 
Advisory Committee, on the American Library Association’s Association for 
Library Collections and Technical Services’ Ad Hoc Task Force on Research, 
onthe Steering Committee as past chair of ALA’s Library Research Roundtable, 
and LAMA-LOMS’s Comparative Library Organization Committee. His 
article, “On the Nature of Acquisitions,” won the Blackwell North America 
Award and the Best of LRTS Award. Karen S. Seibert served as Past Chair of 
the University Libraries Section of the Association of College and Research 
Libraries and chaired the Academic or Research Librarian of the Year Commit- 
tee. She was elected as First Alternate toOCLC’s Users Council. Diane Strauss 
received the first annual Gale Research Award for Excellence in Business 
Librarianship, and Choice designated her book, Handbook of Business Infor- 
mation, as an Outstanding Academic Book of 1989/90. Ms. Strauss also served 
as Secretary of ALA’s Reference and Adult Services Division—Business 
Reference and Services Section and on the Division’s Planning Committee. 
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Marcia Tuttle chaired ALA’s Publisher/Vendor Library Relations Commit- 
tee’s Subcommittee on Serials Pricing Issues and served on ALA’s Association 
for Library Collections and Technical Services’ Task Force on the Economics 
of Access to Library Materials. She spoke widely on serials publication, 
including three addresses in Australia. Perhaps most notable of all, she 
continued publishing her electronic journal, Newsletter on Serials Pricing 
Issues, which has become a major focal point of information related to serials 
prices. 


David Gleim served on the Publications Committee of ALA’s Association 
for Library Collections and Technical Services and the Executive Committee 
of the Cataloging and Classification Section. Rodger Harris served on ALA’s 
Library Administration and Management Association’s National Data Collec- 
tion and Use Committee and the Data Collection for Library Managers 
Committee. Janet Flowers was on the Program Planning Committee of ALA’s 
AAP/ALCTS Joint Committee, and she and Helen Miller served on the Joint 
Committee’s Task Force on Out of Print. Ms. Miller also served on ALCTS’ 
Acquisitions Committee Subcommittee on Foreign Vendors. William Ilgen 
chaired the Library/Bookdealer/Publisher Subcommittee of the Seminar on the 
Acquisition of Latin American Library Materials and served on SALALM’s 
National Level Cooperation Subcommittee and its Task Force on Standards for 
Latin American Collections. Anita Booth, Joe Collins, Rafael Coutin, and 
Brenda Fortune were members of SALALM’s Cataloging and Bibliographic 
Technology Subcommittee and its OCLC Users’ Subcommittee. Dr. Coutin 
also served on its Working Group on indexing Spanish American journals for 
the Hispanic American Periodicals Index. 


Melissa Cain served on ACRL’s Professional Liaison Committee and its 
BIS—Computer Concerns Committee and participated on an NEH Panel on 
Special Projects in Libraries. Edward Martinique was re-elected chair of the 
Association for Asian Studies Committee on East Asian Libraries’ Subcom- 
mittee on Publications and served on its Task Force for the Annual Review and 
Survey of Library Resources. Jimmy Dickerson served on IFLA’s Standing 
Committee on Science and Technology, and Miriam Sheaves was on the 
GeoScience Information Society Nominating Committee, as well as the 
GeoRef Advisory Committee. Ridley Kessler chaired the Depository Library 
Council and served on the ALA~GODORT Award Committee. Eric Palo was 
amember of ALA’s Pay Equity Committee, the ACRL—Education and Behav- 
ioral Sciences Section Publications Committee, and its Ad Hoc Publications 
Review Committee. David Moltke—Hansen chaired the Appeals Committee of 
the Academy of Certified Archivists, and H. G. Jones received the American 
Association of State and Local History’s Award of Distinction, only the twelfth 
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made in the Association’s history. Alice Cotten became Chair of the Museum, 
Arts, and Humanities Division of the Special Libraries Association, and 
Ruthann McTyre served on the Music Library Association’s Bibliographic 
Instruction Committee and its Working Group on Reference Performance. 


TECHNOLOGY 


In the face of severe personnel shortages, library technology once again 
demonstrated that it can effectively extend human resources in certain areas. It 
has already been noted that reference staffs found that the limitations on online 
searching made their work more time—consuming—a negative proof of tech- 
nology’s value. Positive proof was evident in the stand—alone systems now 
available in Accounting, Catalog Management, Circulation, the North Caro- 
lina Collection, and the Serials Department. Normally, these microcomputers 
supplemented larger systems and made them more productive, but in many 
instances, they provided the total service. A signal example was the system 
created in the Rare Book Collection for author, title, and date of publication 
retrieval of the publications in the John Murray Collection, purchased some 
five years ago. Budgetary constraints and other pressing cataloging priorities 
have made full cataloging of the Collection impossible thus far, but the staff has 
now provided an adequate if temporary access to its contents, thanks to the 
microcomputer. Similarly, Walter Stine, the graduate assistant to the Technical 
Support Manager, Will Owen, developed two useful software programs: a 
billing system that significantly expedites the bookkeeping on Interlibrary 
charges and a self—service reservation system for the CD-ROM databases in 
the reference departments. David Romani of the Acquisitions Department 
created a system for tracking requisitions and purchase orders generated in the 
Administrative Office as well as identifying departmental expenditures by 
object code. 


All these software additions and the microcomputers on which they run 
will save vast amounts of time and effort for the staff and the public in the future. 
The potential for saving the public’s time through microcomputers was 
greatest, perhaps, in the development of the local area networks. One, for 
CD-ROMs in the reference departments, was under the direction of Mr. Owen, 
with support from Novell. It is an immensely complex undertaking, as 
everyone who has worked with LANs attests. At the end of the year, the 
network had six public stations in addition to workstations at Machine—Readable 
Data Files, Government Documents, and both reference departments, with 
fourteen CD drives. The second LAN under development was in the Manu- 
scripts Department, where this approach to retrieving materials from large 
collections that must provide piece by piece identification has long been a goal. 
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The inexorable spread of technology continued throughout the system, 
which now has 81 microcomputers in service. For the first time, two 
departmental libraries, Geology and Brauer, added CD-ROM stations, through 
the good offices of their parent departments. In addition, four departmentals 
added terminals for the online catalog. The catalog also experienced a 16% 
increase in transactions but a 0.5 second decrease in response time, as a result 
of software revisions. The most significant development in the catalog, 
however, was the dissemination in December of the “Memorandum on the 
Catalog in Transition,” a catalyst for many changes in policies and changes 
throughout the Technical Services Division and an irreversible commitment to 
automated bibliographic control. 


FRIENDS OF THE LIBRARY 


In September, Christine Egan succeeded Frances Weaver as Executive 
Director of the Friends of the Library. Ms. Weaver, a well-known member of 
the University community, habitually worked far beyond the hours that she was 
supposed to give the Friends, shepherding the organization to a new era in 
which fundraising necessarily has achieved far more prominence. She will be 
sorely missed, but Ms. Egan has already proved to be a productive and 
imaginative successor in the year that she has been in office. With her guidance, 
the Friends had their annual dinner on April 5, with Louis Rubin, retired 
Professor of English and founder of the Algonquin Press, as speaker. His talk 
was entitled “Notes on a Crooked Path,” a recollection of his early career. L. 
H. Fountain, Alfred Haynes, Jack Lynch, Merle Richey, and John Gilliam 
Wood were inducted into the Wilson Library Fellows in recognition of a variety 
of contributions to the Library. The Friends sponsored five programs: Michael 
Holroyd, biographer of George Bernard Shaw, on September 17; David 
Moltke—Hansen, Curator of Manuscripts and Director of the Southern Histori- 
cal Collection, on February 13; Jan Paris, the Library’s Conservator, hosting an 
open house in the Conservation Lab on March 8; staff from the North Carolina 
Collection and the Manuscripts Department involved in the preparation of the 
Hayes Library replication, on May 3; and Diane Strauss, head of the Business 
Administration/Social Science Reference Department on June 6. 


On March 23 and 24, the Friends held the book sale mentioned earlier, with 
the indispensable assistance of volunteers from the University Woman’s Club 
and volunteers from the Library’s staff and from the community. More than 
12,000 people attended, and the Library’s endowment gained approximately 
$9,400. In addition to the above activities, the Friends assisted the Rare Book 
Collection with four programs in their Book Collecting series. The Collection 
also sponsored the annual Hanes Lecture on the history of the book. This year, 
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Nicholas Barker, editor of the British Book Collector, spoke on the “Future of 
Typography” on November 20. Under the sponsorship of the Friends and the 
guidance of Michele Fletcher, the Director of Development for the Library, the 
Bicentennial Campaign for the Library continued, with respectable results. 
The upcoming year will be crucial in the success of the campaign. 


THE ADMINISTRATIVE BOARD OF THE LIBRARY 


After several successive years of budget problems, the Board began 
immediately to react to the current set of difficulties. Chairman Richard Smyth 
expressed a desire for the Board to identify an appropriate role through which 
it could help alleviate the problem. Pursuing that goal, he communicated with 
the University’s delegation to the Faculty Assembly and the chairmen of 
similar groups at the four largest institutions in the University system. He 
invited the Provost to a meeting for discussion of the Library’s budget that 
proved to be instructive to the Board and useful in its efforts to alert the 
community to the Library’s deteriorating finances. He made a telling report to 
the Faculty Council in February that drew radio and television coverage. The 
Board continued throughout the year to express concern over the serious loss 
of financial support and to be supportive of the Library administration and staff 
in this difficult period. 


Once again it is important to acknowledge the asset that both the State and 
the University have in the Library staff. It is unfortunate that the responsible 
officials cannot see firsthand the quality of work and the personal sacrifices that 
the staff provided in order to limit the damage inflicted not only by this year’s 
budget but by the budgets of the previous five years. They take great pride in 
their work, in their university, and in their State, and they have demonstrated 
repeatedly the lengths to which they will go to preserve what they regard as a 
highly valuable resource and to protect the richness of students’ educations. 
They have paid out of their own pockets for professional travel, long distance 
telephone calls, photocopies, and the supplies necessary for them to do their 
jobs. They have worked many overtime hours and, to cite but one example, 
together contributed over 330 hours to assure that books returned to the Library 
were re—shelved. It isa shame that the only recognition of this loyal and selfless 
effort is this meager expression of admiration and appreciation, but that 
acknowledgement, at least, is imperative.

Ms. June Allcott donated 179 art books and exhibition catalogs from the library 
of the late John Allcott, Professor of Art, Emeritus. 


Mr. Edwin T. P. Boone gave the library a large collection of materials covering 
various aspects of the humanities and fine arts. 


The estate of Dr. Ralph Steele Boggs, a distinguished specialist in Latin 
American folklore and founder of the UNC—CH Curriculum in Folklore, 
donated materials on Spanish and Latin American language, literature, and 
folklore and his collection of letters, photographs, clippings, and other 
materials, including 123 sound recordings.
